The 
British navy was an up-to-the-minute organiza- 
tion, because the British people were ready to pay 
the cost and insisted on full preparedness. 

The people didn't take the same interest in the 
army. They thought the army would get on some- 
how, and they let its demands wait. Wasn’t Tom- 
my Atking ‘the bravest soldier in the world? 
Wasn't he British? He would take care of him- 
self against any enemy. For the British public, 
in much the same way.as ours, visualized an army 
as soldiers, carrying rifles and nothing else. 

At Mons, and again on the Aisne, and later in 
the first battle of Ypres, the Germans were firing 
anywhere from three to ten shells to one against 
the British, who had to sit in their trenches and 
take it. If they charged, they met the bullet- 
sprays of machine guns, while they lacked ma- 
chine guns to meet the German charges. Again 
and yet again—artillery and machine guns are 
things you buy, things you build, the product of 
factories, not of the cradle of the affection of 
home, as men are. So England and France, too, 
and all the allies, because they lacked guns, paid 


the price of holding by the death of brothers and 


sons against the merciless blasts of shells. 
Is that what you want us to do? Apparently. 
It is the American plan in case of war, pre- 
sumably, because we think we are just as brave 
ax anybody else. And, being as brave, why not 
prove it by trying to stop shells with our cuticle 
as armor? At Waterloo and Gettysburg, the 
losses were 25 to 30 per cent. The old rule of war 
was that with the loss of 10 or 15 per cent you 
prepared for retreat, while the best troops on 
eurth were not expected to hold with the loss of 
25 per cent.

There may be a lot of people in the United 
States who think that we are so rich, and so in 
genious and adaptable that in case of war the 
Fresident of the United States would have only 
to calljup a number of our manufacturing plants, 
knitting mills, biscuit factories, shoe factories, as 
well as steel mills, and say: 


“Now we Americans are going to prove that this 
preparedness is all very well for those backward 
stick-in-the-mud Europeans, but when it comes to 
the United States! Well, we want 5000 guns de- 
livered in “a month. Yes, send them along fast 
freight and mark them ‘Perishable!’” 


Yet there was England, the greatest trading na- 
tion and a great manufacturing nation, with all 
her resources, plus all the resources of the rest 
of the world, as her navy kept the sea lanes clear 
tc bring munitions to her shores, which made the 
same call on the United States that the President 
would. have to make in case of war. She was 
ready to pay any price to get those guns—five 
times their usual cost if she could have got them 
in six months, while her new infantry waited for 
them and her veteran infantry suffered for the 
lack of them. Times were hard in the United 
States, there was the chance for our manufactur- 
ers to make guick fortunes out of generous bo 
nuses. Yet, surprising fact, not even American 
adaptability and enterprise were able to make 
the guns as quickly as you'll knock a dry goods 
box together out of some boards. Before the 
could produce the guns, they had to build the 
plants for gun making. 


A year has passed and England bas not enough 
guns yet. Meanwhile she had sought any kind of 
guns, old guns as well as new. She had remodeled 
the old as a makeshift till the new arrived. Con- 
sider the cost of the delay! -Consider what it 
would have meant if she had had .6000 guns 
ready! Then the artillerymen of her new army 
would not have had to wait for months after they 
had been drilled before they had the tools to wor x 
with. They were like railroad crews with no 
trains to run. To say that we have munition 
plants now, and, therefore, we can make guns as 
fast as we please, is also very faulty reasoning. 
Even with your plants ready, it takes months to 
take guns. And then, it is quite important—it 
really is—to have someone who knows how to fire 
them. 


Enormous Quantities of Shells

HE French largely placed their reliance on 
T one type, the field gun. So have we. And 
now, we have 600 of them made or mak- 

ing, including those for our national guard. But, 
o! course, we have not the gunners to man them. 
They throw a 3-inch shell, containing three bun- 
dred or more shrapnel bullets, which are pro- 
pelled by a burst in the air over the heads of in- 
fantry. A 3-inch gun can be fired at 20 shots a 
minute, for a minate or two, and it can keep up 
six or eight shots quite consistently. Thus, a 
battery of four guns means 24 shots a minute, or- 
240 shells, bursting their 300 bullets, which would 
be over 140,000, in a space 100 yards square 
How would you like to be drawn up in reserve in 
that space with no guns on your side to reply?

Portions of that country have been under a 
more impenetrable blockage than Central Eu- 
rope. Means of transit have been inoperative over 
great extents of territory. On lines that have 
been open, shipments have been intercepted by 
warring forces. 

In respect to those things for which Mexico has 
been accustomed in the past to depend on foreign 
countries, a great dearth exists. There are the 
accumulated neefs of four years of interrupted 
imports. In addition a vast amount of property 
in essential things supplied in the past to Mexico 
from abroad, especially machinery and other per- 
manent equipment, has been destroyed during the 
hostile operations. | 

The restoration of order means not only 4 re- 
newal of the normal trade from which this city 
formerly derived much profit, but during the 
months of rehabilitation a greatly augmented 
emergency demand for many things this city can 
furnish. The release of trade currents long 
dammed up may fitly be signalized by the pro- 
posed tour of B. M. L. members to important 
centers in the Mexican states.

GOODNOW FORMULA IN CHINA. 

A formidable rebellion against Yuan has broken 
out in the Yunnan province in China. Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, the Chinese patriot and first provisional 
President of the Chinese Republic, who gave way 
to Yuan to promote the solidarity of the new 
form of government, is organizing the forces in 
revolt and is being joined by numbers of Yuan’s 
cwn army. In other words, China, which would 
now be enjoying the blessing of profound peace 
but for Yuan’s usurpation of monarchial pre 
rogatives, has become a scene of disorders 
threatening many internal and external perils. 

It is just possible that our Professor F. J. Good- 
pow was wrong when he oracularly informed 
old Yuan that the formula for strength and safe- 
ty in China was to be sought in the destruction 
of government of the people, by the people and 
for the people.

PROGRESS IN COMPENSATION LAWS. 

At the coming session of the New Jersey Legis- 
lature, a number of amendments to the Work- 
men’s compensation law will be proposed, with 
the object of bringing the law up to the standard 
of such model laws as exist in the states of New 
York, Massachusetts, Ohio, Wisconsin and Cali- 
fornia. 

New Jersey was the ploneer workmen’s com- 
ponsation State, but progress has been so great 
since it inaugurated this class of legislation, that 
ite law has become obsolete. A circular drawn 
up by the American Association for Labor Legis- 
lation shows that the proposed amendments are 
of interest to Missouri and other states that have 
not yet provided for compensation. The associa- 
tion also has sent out a revised edition of its 
pamphiet, “Standards for Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion laws,’ which might well serve as an author- 
ity in drawing up a good Missouri law. 

These documents point out that experience has 
shown that a satisfactory law should provide for 
compensation at the rate of 66 and 2-3 per cent of 
wages; for necessary medical attendance; that 
the compensation for total disability should con- 
tinue during duration of disability instead of for 
a 400-week period; that widows and dependent 
children should be provided for; that compulsory 
state insurance is desirable, in order that insur- 
ance companies shall not have a monopoly; that 
industrial diseases should be included, and that 
the law should be administered by an expert 
bureau, in connection with the Department of 
Labor. 

All this is in the interest of efficiency, justice 
and economy. It means that charity shall be re- 
lieved of burdens.that ought to be borne by in- 
dustry. And it means that the workers who 
become victims of industry shall be treated as 
human oeings instead of cogs in the machinery. 
It means that employers will do everything in 
their power to prevent accidents, thus reducing 
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money could once do in politics, ‘we refer it to 
the letter that E. H. Harriman wrote to Sidney 
Webster in relation to the $250,000 he raised in 
1904 after his visit to Mr. Roosevelt at the 
White House. 

Mr. Harrimah explained in this letter that the 
money he raised “-nabled the New York State 
Committee to cont.iue its Work with the result 
that at least 50,000 voters were turned in the 
city of New York alone, making a difference of 
100,000 votes in the general result.” 
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SERVICE BOARD ON FRISCO PLAN. 

The Frisco reorganization is the most impor- 
tant proposal submitted to the Missouri Public 
Service Commission under the State’s new pol- 
icy of regulation. it is the first large problem 
in finance the board has handled in its authority 
tc supervise utility capitalization. 

Its finding, to which exceptional interest at- 
taches, in view of many circumstances, requires 
close analysis before being judged, the details 
being complicated, Effects can hardly be passed 
on until we know whether the modifications will 
be accented or as an alternative the road is 
thrown into foreclosure. 

But one of the obvious features of the decision 
is that it is advantageous to one of the hostile 
sets of Frisco investors and correspondingly dis- 
advantageous to another. The proposed voting 
trust to be controlled for five years by a big cinch 
of bondholders is condemned. The plan of ex- 
changing bonds for preferred stéck is con- 
demned, another feature giving the present stock- 
holders a largér voice in the management of the 
road. Nearly $8,000,000 worth of bonus payments 
—rake-off, some might call it—provided for in 
changing the form of securities—is condemned. 

Another proposed expenditure of nearly $7,000, 
000 for “reorganization costs” is only tentatively 
approved. The actual expense incurred on this 
account must be submitted on sworn statements, 
to be allowed by the board in its discretion. 
The decision in these matters provides a meas- 
ure of justice for stockholders. 

The full extent to which the finding Is ad- 
vantageous to the public is a question to be ap- 
proached with more caution.

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HUMAN WAR MATERIAL. 

The Militaerschrift for November, after report- 
ing the proposed measures towards “prepared- 
ness” in America, commends the action from a 
military viewpoint, but suggests that further and 
more stringent measures will eventually have to 
he adopted to be of thorough service.

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fensive must lose. Besides the Belgian 
defense of Namur, amateurish and inex- 
perienced, that of the French defense 
of Verdun represents scientific modern 
warfare. 

Need Guns in Front of Fee. 

Where you want your guns is where 
the enemy strikes on your coast. If you 
nail your guns down he is not coming 
where they are to make his landing, 
but if your howitzers and guns can be 
moved on fast railroad trains and motor 
trucks, you will be on hand to give him 
a reception wherever he decides to force 
yeur hospitality. 

We ought te be apprised of any land- 
ing on the United States coast, Bast or 
West, by our aerial and naval scouting 
services. Word would be telegraphed 
to our artillery headquarters and the ar- 
tillery trains and motor trucks would im- 
mediately move out, not to “sit down 
and take it,” but to “give jt” to the 
ether fellow. That is practical warfare, 
which has had the test of trial by the 
best armies of the world in this war. 

For this work we need 4-inch, 6-inch, 
8-inch and 10-inch and field guns. A 17- 
inch howitzer puts too much material 
into one basket. It merely makes a 
large hole in the ground in open war- 
fare, and if it misses, it does no more 
harm than a 2-inch shell which misses 
Al the guns used along the trench front 
now are of the caliber of 10-inch or un- 
der. They are easily moved. There is 
no necessity of building a cement bed to 
emplace them. 


As there are no forts in Mexico, and as 
we do not anticipate going oversea to 
take the offensive against forts, we need 
ne 17-inch howitzers, though some people 
think we do, just because the Germans 
had them. They are as out of place in 
cur scheme of defense as motor cars 
for mountain climbing. 


Nothing Like H.ving Start. 

There is nothing like having the start 
of the enemy in your artillery strength. 
While the allies were working to build 
a supply of heavy calibers equal to 
what the Germans had at first, the Ger- 
man plants were busy constructing 
more and more guns to add to their al- 
ready large number. Of course, the 
allies will eventually catch up and pass 
the Germans, but think of the time it 
takes. With artillery the Germans 
crashed through in Galicia, and again 
blazed their way to Warsaw last sum- 
mer, maintaining their superiority of 
anywhere from two to five to one of 
gun fire against the Russians. With 
sufficient guns you can hold back an in- 
vading force. Guns are the best insur- 
ance policy there is for an undefended 
country. 


But, then, won't a million freemen in 
thelr shirtsleeves spring to arms in case 
of war? Let us suppose they did. Let 
us transfer them to Flanders on a 10- 
mile front of trenches. They are not 
to have any guns, and, of course, they 
would have no adequate aerial service, 
because that cannot be made in the 
time it takes the freeman to pick up 
his rifle and jump aboard the first pas- 
senger train, bound for the front. Nor 
vould they have any anti-aircraft guna. 
Against them we will place 60,000 trained 
infantry, plain, ordinary everyday 
drilied soldiers. But the 580,000 are to 
have adequate artillery and shells and 
machine guns placed in the trenches at 
a distance of every 50 yards. For the 
50.000 aren't in for any hurrah-boys hero 
business. They are out to win. 


How They Will Attack. 

Let us suppose the million are going 
to attack. For, of course, they would, 
being brave and outnumbertng the ene- 
my 2 to l. As they marched up the 
road, in close order, as becomes a crowd 
which has not had proper training, the 
enemy's aeroplanes would locate them 
and wire to the enemy guns. As noth- 
ing makes such excellent line shooting 
as a road, the enemy guns would begin 
pumping high-explosive shelis into that 
road. Every time one hit it would clean 
up all the men in the road for a distance 
of #@ or 8 yards. In the course of a few 
hours there would be no road left; it 
would be « series of craters and dust 
heaps mixed with blood and rags of 
shirt sleeves. 


But that would not distur’ the free- 
men. They would march right on. 
Aren't they brave? The high-powered 
rifie guns would begin on them at 20,000 
to 2.000 yards, the howitzers at from 
five to eight thousand, and the field 
guns at from six to seven thousand. As 
they were thrown In the air by the ex- 
plosion of the high explosives, the 
shrapnel bullets would come down to

Frowned About Beveridge.

From Ruing to Graveyard. 

To go back seemed the only way open.

Is a Victory for 
British Aristocrats

staggering on his feet like a groggy 
prizefighter, he helped to make the new 
dispositions and to rally the men. His 
excellent work in the retreat from Mons 
and at the Aisne and at Ypres has been 
repeatedly mentioned in French's dis- 
patches. 


Army “Cracked” In Trenches. 
That t campaign of the British 


army had to do with the old-time open 
fighting which they had practiced in 
India, in South Africa and in Egypt—the 
kind of fighting that both Generals and 
minor officers knew. Over-severe critics 
to the contrary, it is probable that no 
other small body of troops on the west- 
ern front would have done any better. 

But after the grand assault of the 
Prussian Guard on Nov. 15 the period 
of trench warfare set in—the kind of 
fighting which no one knew very well. 
and least of all the British, who had 
never possessed a really valuable gen- 
eral staff to work out the theoretical 
problems of war. Moreover, the losses 
had been so great that the old pro- 
fessional army, which held the left of 
the line in the retreat to Paris, and 
which locked the present line at Ypres, 
almost ceased to exist. Now the typical 
writish common soldier was a civilian 
recruited since the beginning of the war 
and the typical British officer a brave, 
intelligent young fellow not yet edu- 
cated—because there had been as yet no 
time—in the finer points of command. 
And since that time, as the world 
knows, the British have merely held 
punctuating their holding by a few dis- 
asters. 

In the affair at Neuve Chappelle, 
where, as in the recent affair at Loos, 
the British merely won a half-victory 
through lack of co-ordination, Haig was 
in charge of the army which attacked. 
However, none ever seemed to lay the 
failure to him. It was blamed officially 
to another General, who failed to ar- 
rive with reserves until too late to se- 
cure the victory. It did not seem to 
Diemish Haig's reputation in the army.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 85.—The 
empire of the Turk never was threat- 
cned with danger of destruction as it 
‘is today, according to a man who aus 
j lived here many years. Financially, 
socially and politically, Turkey already 
1 in ruins. There are cities entirely 
depopulated; commerce and traffic in 
the whole country is stopped: more 
than 260,000 men have fallen in the 
| battlefield or died of disease; not less 
“than 300,000 wounded soldiers are crowd. 
led in the hospitals, and surely more 
| than 8,000,000 families are on the verges 
/Of starvation. Yet it is astonishing t> 
jsay that there never has been recorded 
in the history of the Ottoman Turk 
such a spirit of resistance and deter- 
mination as a emall group of Young 
‘Surks, whe have taken the destinies of 
the realm in their hands, are demcn- 
' Strating. 
| The writer visited different parts cf 
dupe recently and can bear witness 
with impartiality to the awe and ter- 
ror In which Turkey is submerged to- 
j day. 

A few weeks ago, at the opening of 
ithe Oottoman Parliament, an incident 
occurred in the Senate which afforded 
the most accurate demonstration of 
the miserable situation of the country 
Senator Ahmead Riza Bey, the leader 
of the Young Turk revolution in 103, 
ond ex-President of the first Parlla- 
ment, was the sole person among the 
/members of the Chamber and of the 
Senate who dared to take the stand 
to iInterpellate the Government. The 
sct of Riga Bey is more worthy of 
admiration in that a preceding act of 
the same kind had cost him and his 
friends very dearly. A few months 
ago Serator Ahmead Riza Rey, Gen. 
Galib Pasha, Ahmead Mouktar Pasha 
(former Grand Vizier) and Abdurahman 
Sherif Bey, ex-Minister of Education 
and historian of the Empire, handed 
in a written interpellation, but when 
the Senate met, Ahmead Riza and Galib 
Pasha took the stand and criticised the 
Government vehemently, while Sherif 
Bey voted with them and Ahmead 
Mouktar Pasha remained silent. The 
very same night Gen. Galib Pasha wis 
found dead, killed. 

Ahmead Riza Bey, notwithstanding 
the fate of his colleague. this time 
stood alone and spoke for hours, de- 
nouncing the Government and using 
still stronger terms, when Enver Pasha 
and Talaat Bey were hurriedly sum- 
moned to the Senate by the Committee 
of Union and Progress to frighten them 
Ahmead Riza Bey emphasized three 
main points on which he demanded an 
immediate explanation. His interpella- 
tion was published fn the orficial orgun 
“Takrimi Veki,” but its distribution 
was suppressed by the police. 

Fears Conquest by Germany. 

“First of all,” gaia Ahmed, “the Gov- 
ernment led the country into this dis- 
astrous war solely to please the Ger- 
mans; and after a year, instead of our 
armies conquering the Caucasus, instead 
of marching into the deserts of Africa. 
taking Egypt and all the northern coast 
of the Mediterranean, as our Govern- 
ment promised so confidently at the 
opening of hostilities, today the En- 
glish army is near Bagdad: our offen- 
sive against the Russians on the Cau- 
casion front failed, where, under the 
command of our War Minister, we lost 
three of our army corps. We are not 
on Russian territory, while we have lost 
a part of Eastern Anatolia. While the 
operations on Gallipoli have been a 
deadiock for the English, it has been a 
graveyard for us. To put the year’s 
history in a nutshell, more than half of 
our population is starving to death: our 
reserves are exhausted and we are 
ruined. What are our gains? Death 
and starvation. 

“You say that a Germany army is 
marching over the corpse of Servia to 
come to our help. You are building up 
an arch of triumph to welcome the sol- 
diers of the Kaiser. Yes, they may 
come, but tell me what guarantee you 
have that they ever will go back from 
here? Have the Germans guaranteed our 
independence, and what are those guar- 
antees? I demand that the Govern- 
ment shall answer to what end is sacri- 
ficed the life and existence of the em- 
pire. TI fear, and with good reason, that 
the way is already paved to build a Ger- 
man colony over the relic of the great 
Ottoman empire.” 

“Will Be Eusiaved.” 

“Second—Has the Government any 
knowledge that Ottoman  subjects— 
namely, the Armenians—have been sub- 
jected to outrage? Do you know that 
all the Armenians inhabiting Anatolia 
have been driven out of their homes, 
their property confiscated and, after 
separating men and women, the crim- 
inals have beef let loose from the pris- 
ons to rob and maasacre them on their 
way to their unknown destinations? 
The Armenians have been one of the 
most useful elements of our country. 
They bave largely contributed to the 
‘material and intellectual welfare of the 
empire. To what avail are they to be 
exterminated? Who, what element, will 
you bring to the Valleys and mountains 
of Anatolia to take the place of the de- 
ported Armenians? The Germans, you 
will say, I know; but are you alware 
that the Turkish peasant and the Turk- 
}ish merchant will be enslaved by the 
German colonists within a score of 
years? With their thrift, with their in- 
telligence, with the protection by the’

injuring the interests of our great and 
victorious empire.”

London Company Shows a Detcit and 
Will Increase Rates for 
" Rides. 

LONDON, Dec. %.—The rate of fare 
on London's 16 all-night street cars is 
to be increased about 50 per cent with 
the new year. This is because the serv- 
ice has shown a deficit of $5000 the past 
year. 

The electric street cars tried an all- 
night service as an experiment when 
the system first came under municipal 
control. In order to insure the success 
ef the experiment, fares between mid- 
night and 8 a. m. were fixed at @ rate 
well below that in the daytime. But 
even this inducement failed to persuade 
Londoners to use tiie cars, and since the 
beginning of war the all-night service 
has been curtailed until only a single 
line is left, operating 16 cars and Carry- 
ing fewer than 2000 passengers per night.

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ALLIES ATSALONKT 
AWAITING ATTACKS 
FROM THREE SIDES 


Five Reported Killed and 16 
Wounded in Air Attack on 
Scutari Montenegrin 
Ship Is Sunk. 


BERLIN, Dec. %.—(By wireless to 
Sayville, N. Y.)—A special dispatch from 
Sofia, says the Overseas News . gency, 
reports an attempt to land at Kavala, 
Kuropean Turkey, of Anglo-French 
troops. from Gallipoli. The Greek com- 
mander at Kavala, however, protested 
against this. 


LONDON, Dec. %.—Dispatches fron 
the Continent predict that the holiday 
lull will firet be broken on the Balkan 
front, where Greek observers believe 
the central Powers are preparing a 
huge army for operations against the 
entente. Whether this will take the 
form of an actual attack on Saloniki, 
or merely an advance into Greece for 
the purpose of seizing strategic defen- 
sive points is a matter of keen specula- 
tion in Athens. 

According to one correspondent, the 
Greek Government has definitely decid- 
ed not to permit the enemies of the en- 
tente to penetrate Greek territory, un- 
less the central Powers satisfactorily 
guarantee that Greek territory will not 
be endangered. 

One of the most interesting of the 
day's reports came through Athens to 
the effect that on Friday German artil- 
tery on Lake Loirain, about 4 miles 
northwest of Saloniki, was shelling the 
Anglo-Freneh lines in Greek Macedonia, 
which the allies are. cogtinuing to for- 
tify. This might easily mean that the 
looked-for advance by the forces of the 
cen ers against the allied base 
at Saloniki was about to begin. 

Dispatches from\a Servian source 
say the Germans have established a pro- 
visional government at Nish, withdraw- 
ing all the Bulgarian and Austrian 
troops and ending Bulgar-Austrian ir- 
terference in the administration of Serv- 
jan affairs.

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CHINESE EDITOR 
ASSASSINATED IN 
SAN FRANCISCO 


Favored Monarchical Rule— 
Killed at a Christmas Cele- 
bration. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. %.—Wong, 
Yuen Yung, former editor of the Asiatic 
News, a.paper published at Shanghai, 
China, as the official organ of Chinese 


favoring a return to the monarchial 
form of government, was shot in the 
back and killed while attending a Chi- 
nese Christian banquet here tonight. The 
assassin escaped and was unrecognized. 
Wong had taken his Christmas dinner 
in @ public dining room with C. Y. Kuo 
and C. T. Loh, both Chinese commis- 
soners to the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion from Chi Li Province, China. In 
the adjoining banquet hall hundreds of 
prominent Chinese were seated at din- 
ner. Wong left his companions for a 
moment to light a cigaret at the cash- 
ler’s desk. Just as he was about to re- 
turn to his table, an unidentified Chi- 
nese fired two shots, both of which took 
effect. Wong fell and crawled to the 
room he had left a moment before. He 
was dead when medical aid reached him. 
The assagsin threw his weapon to the 
floor and dashed down a long stairway 
to the street where he disappeared in a 
crowd of Chinese and sightseers. 

Wong Yuen Yung was said to be a 
cousin of Yuan Shi Kai, head of the 
Chinese Government. He resigned his 
post as editor of the Asiatic News last 
November after the building which 
housed the newspaper plant had been 
bombed, supposedly by persons desirous 
of maintaining the Chinese republic. He 
came at once to San Francisco and had 
been living quietly in a hotel here. 
Prominent Chinese said tonight that 
Wong came to this coun on @ secret 
mission, the nature of which was not 
hinted at. Whether he still favored the 
thonarchial form of government for his 
native land, or had transferred his alle- 
giance to the republicans, was rot 
known.

A jug 
containing a strong, white alcoholic 
liquor was found later in a boat in which 
the men had rowed across the lake. 


The negroes were employed by the

lake, and were friendly with Bates. Th> 
evidence before the Coroner's jury was 
that the negroes were drinking in a 
Franklin avenue saloon most of Friday 
afternoon. “They reached Creve Coeur 
Lake about 4:30 p. m. and asked Bates 
to row them over to the farm. Nothing 
more Was seen of the three until their 
bodies were found. 
, Bates’ sons, Edward, 18, and Robert. 
, Went to the lake to look for him 
when he failed to return home Christ- 
mas morning. : 

They learned of this trip across 
the lake, and going atross, found the 
bodies of the two negroes iying about 
iS feet apart. About 30) yards away 
they found their father’s body. His face 
was in the water. 

An examination of the bodies by Cor- 
oner Bopp revealed that the tongues of 
the three men were swollen. This led 
the Coroner to believe they hight have 
been poisoned. “The Coroner said he 
would make an anaylsis of the contents 
of the jug and would hold a post mor- 
tem today.

BURIAN BEGINS 
AUSTRIAN-ANSWER 
70 ANCONA NOTE 


Newspaper Says Reply Will Be 
Delivered to Ambassador 
in Few Days. 


PUBLISH LANSING’S NOTE 


Berlin Dailies Give Text of 
Second Démand, but Only 2 
Cominent at Length. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispateh. 
BERLIN, Dec. 2%.—The Vienna Zeit, 
Says the Overseas News Agency, “an- 
nounces th Baron Burian has already 
vegun work upon the answer to the sec- 
ond American note on the Ancona and 
that the Austrian reply will be handed 
during the next few days to the Ameri- 

can Ambassador at Vienna.’’ 


The papers here today publish promi- 
nently the full text of the American 
note on the Ancona. Only the Tageblatt 
and Boersen Zeitung comment at any 
length. The Tageblatt says the note dif- 
fers from the first to its advantage by 
the objective tone which preserves 
the forms customary in communications 
Letween the nations. 

“The questions at issue,” says the 
Tageblatt, “is not brought a step near- 
er solution; the American Government 
maintains its demand made on Dec. 6. 
As a basis for this demand, however, 
it has recourse no longer to the some- 
what scanty. material furnished by 
naked assumptions and suppositions, 
which it was before based on, but on 
the report of the Austro-Hungarian 
charge d'affairs at Washington, which 
he presented the same day the American 
Ambassador at Vienna received the an- 
swer of Count Burien.” 

The Tageblatt says it must wait until 
it knows what this report contained be- 
fore deciding whether it furnishes a 
better basis for the American demand 
than “‘the assumptions and supposi- 
tions on which the first note was based,”’ 
and continues: 

No Time Limit, 

‘In any event it remains a strikins 
and unusual fact that the renewed de- 
mands were not emphasized by any 
threat for time limitation." 

The Boersen Zeitung finds the second 
note decidedly milder in tone than the 
abstract cabled here led it to believe. 
It points out, however, that the note 
maintains its former standpoint and 
adds that even if the United States is 
of the opinion that new evidence can- 
not alter the facts, the note still leaves 
the way open for a further exchange 
of notes. 

“One sees by it,’’ continués the paper, 
“that the American Government is sole- 
‘tv interested in maintaining its theoret- 
ical—all too § theoretical — standpoint. 
Washington does not seem to think 
of a breach in American-Austro-Hun- 
garian relations.” 

It declares that President Wilson's 
ambition is to uphold his humanitarian 
standpoint at all events, and the. fact 
that he emphasizes this standpoint es- 
pecially against the Central Powers 
comes from the attitude assumed by all 
America toward the Central Powers, 
and adds: 

“We and our allies must reconcile our.- 
selves to this fact—we have nothing to 
hope for from America, and least of all 
may we expect a just application of the 
neutrality principle from the American 
side."’ 


Hope of Understanding. 
The Morgen Post says: 


“The note, with its almost hearty con 
cluding phrases, permits the hope that 
Austria-Hungary and the United States 
may reach an understanding over this 
issue in all friendliness.” 

The Vossiche Zeitung says: 

“The most striking thing about the 
note is that it supports the demands 
made in the note of Dec. 6 on a re,ort 
which the American Government re- 
ceived on Dec. 16. This report was not 
known: hence one must wait to sec 
how the affair works out. In the mean- 
time it is to be noted that Washington 
does not defend further the assertions 
of the first note and has therefore let 
them drop.”’

Father Paris Banker and 
Crooks’ Chief. 


ADOPTED BY AMERICANS 


Foster Parents Who Recently 
Came to St. Louis With- 
hold Identity. 


NEW YORK, Dec. %.—A death notice 
printed today in newspapers told of the 
death, at the front in France, ef Ellina 
La Pere Francheon, 2% years old, a 
Red Cross nurse, who had had a re- 
markable career as a noted thief, and 
also revealed that her foster-father, for- 


merly a wealthy New Englander, is re- 
siding in St. Louis with his family. 

L. A. Newcome, a New York detect- 
ive, also made public a letter, written 
in St. Louis a week ago, by Ellina’s 
foster sister, giving the family’s assent 
to the publication of Ellina’s eventful 
life story, in the hope that it might 
prevent a repetition of such ‘a horrible 
Catastrophe’ in some other wealthy 
family, but on the express condition 
that the family’s identity be not dis- 
closed. 

Ellina, who was killed by a shell 
when on the way to the firing line in 
an ambulance, was the daughter of M. 
Francheon, a wealthy and trusted Paris 
banker, who subsequentiy was found to 
be the head of an international gang of 
desperadoes. 

Notice of Ellina’s Death. 

The death notice, inserted by the de- 
tective, follows: 

FRANCHEON—On Friday, Oct. 12, 
at Champagne, France, Ellina La 
Pere Francheon, 28 years of age, Red 


Cross nurse. Western papers please 
copy. 


Ellina’s strange story must necessar- 
ily begin at her birth. In 1888 a gang of 
desperadoes infested Germany, France 
and England. No robbery was too diffi- 
cult for the members to attempt. They 
stopped at no crime. At the same time 
M. Francheon was a wealthy and trust- 
ed banker of Paris. 

Banker Was Gang’s Leader. 


the countries in which the gang worked 
seemed unable to cope with the thieves, 
Finally a French detective, known now 
unly as Francois, got the assignment to 
ferret out the gang. A clue was found 
in a false date on a bill of exchange be- 
tween Berlin and Paris. Arrests were 
made, and a confession proved that the 
head of the gang was Le Pere Fran- 
cheon, the trusted Paris banker. 

He disappeared. It was found he was 
living in the South of France with his 
wife and 2-year-old daughter, Elina. 
Francois led the party that went to ar- 
rest the master criminal. Two gen- 
darmes were killed, Francois was 
wounded, and Francheon’s wife was so 
badly hurt that she died later. 

But Francheon escaped. The next day 
his empty boat was found floating near 
his home, and the general opinion was 
that he had been wounded, and had died. 
Nothing has ever been heard of him 
since. 

Child Sent te Convent. 

Ellina, the only survivor, was sent to 
a Paris convent. Her family story was 
forgotten. One thing was remembered, 
later—that she had on her left arm a 
birthmark, a perfect letter U. All the 
Francheon property was confiscated by 
the Government. 

In 1891 an American millionaire on his 
honeymoon, reached Paris. He met the 
little girl, was at once struck’ with her 
beauty and intelligence, and ended by 
adopting her. She was then but 5 years 
old. He vrought her back to his New 
England home, where she was brought 
up as his own child. 

The child did not do well in the schools 
she attended. Things often were missing 
from rooms of pupils, and proof seemed 
to point to her. But no accusations were 
made, for she was a millionaire’s daugh- 
ter. She was taken to France to fin- 
ish her education, and was graduated 
from a school there. 

In the summer after tha* Francots 
was tallied from the Paris detective bt- 
reau to the Palais Hotel, Trouville, to 
hunt for a valuable necklace/that hat 
been stolen or lost at the fashionable 
watering place. 

Sauntering on the beach the day after 
his arrival, he was struck by the re- 
semblance of one of a party of Ameri- 
can girl bathers to someone he had seen 
before. He recalled the Frencheon child 
and decided that she was the one he | 
had in mind. Pretending to be a for- 
tune teller, he got the girls to show their 
left arms and hands. He saw the tell- 
tale letter U. the birthmark of Ellina 
francheon. 

Had Trankful of Spoil. 

When the girl returned to Paris she 
was taken to the Prefect's «ffice. She 
confessed she had seen the lost bracelet 
on the sand, covered it up and returne¢ 
for it. She offered, if released, to return 
it with a trunkful of spoils taken from 
the college from which she just had been 
graduated. She was not prosecuted and 
returned to America.

Face of. Lawyer Was Pink and 
Lifelike 15 Hours After 
His Death. 


Specia) to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 25.~Kugene M. Bum- 
phrey, a Chicago lawyer, died late last 
night from “petromortis” or automobile 
gas poisoning: Bumphrey was about to 
start in his machine on a Christmas 
visit. His body was found in his garage. 
The engine was still running and the 
small room was filled with gas. 

“Fifteen hours after death,” said the 
Coroner’s physician, “I found the face 
of Mr. Bumphrey as pink as if he 
were alive and. had had the blood 
whipped into his cheeks by a walk in 
the cold wind.” 

“I. found Mr. Bumphrey lying beside 
his automobile,” said a witness at the 
Inquest. “In the light of the electric 
globe his face looked rosy. T had no 
idea he was dead. ‘“There’s a telephone 
call for you,’ I said, and went on talk- 
ing quite awhile before I noticed he was 
lifeless. He must have been dead two 
hours.” 

The findings of Dr. Springer’s post 
mortem were: “Marked lividity of a 
pinkish color; all internal organs con- 
gested; liver full of fluid blood and 
brain congested.”” Death was ascribed 
to “asphyxiation due to inhalations of 
gasoline fumes.”’ 

“The gasoline fumes that caused Mr. 
Bumphrey's death’ said Dr. John D., 
Ellis, head of the department of Occupa- 
tional Diseases of Russ Medical Col- 
lege,’ were not caused by carbon mon- 
oxide. This might be the casual idea. 
but the lethal fumes were products of 
benzine, which are so new to science 
they have not yet heen named. Death 
was due to absorption of some of these 
unidentified gaseous poisons. The gas 
is as deadly as a knife thrust through 
the heart, due to nonoxidation of some 
of the elements of gasoline, it escapes 
from the exhaust of every running auto- 
mobile. In the open air, where a 
motorist would inhale but a whiff or 
two, it would not be dangerous. In a 
closed garage it would kill almost in- 
stantly. 

“T have heard of but two cases of 
this new form of death in my life.

Yunnan province follows shortly the re- 
ceipt of private reports that five Chinese 
provinces, including Yunnan, had de- 
clared their independence of the rule of 
Yuan Shi Kai. The other provinces 
named in the previous reports were 
Kwangtung, Kiangshi, Kweichow and 
Szechuen. It is from the last named 
provinces that today’s dispatches state 
troops have been .sent. into Yunnan, 
which lies just to the south of Szechuen 
and.is the southwesternmost province 2f 
China. The area of Yunnan is about 
146,500 square miles and it has a popula- 
tion estimated at 12,000,000. 
Entente Feared Revolts. 

When the movement to have China re- 
vert to a monarchy began to gain head- 
way the entente powers made represen- 
tations to Pekin asking that there be no 
change in the form of government du?- 
ing the war because of the possibility 
that it might lead to uprisings and en- 
danger the peace of the Orient. The 


_| Chinese Government, however, replied to 


the representations of Japan and the 
other powers that it was confident of its 
ability to handle the fnternal situation 
satisfactorily and no promise was made 
that the change would not.take place, 
the Powers being assured, however, that 
the monarchy would not be instituted 
during the present year. 


Recently, the result of the Chinese 
plebiscite was announced as favoring 
the change to’a monarchy and Yuan Shi 
Kal, the president of the republic, ac- 
cepted the office of the council-of state 
to become the ruler under the revived 
monarchial system. It was stated that 
the coronation would be deferred to a 
time considered suitable and Yuan Shi! 
Kai would continue to act as president 
meanwhile. 


There were disorders at. Shanghai this 
month when a warship was seized bv 
the rebels and rioting occurred in v2- 
rious parts of the city. The warship 
was quickly recaptured. however, and 
the revolt was soon quelled. There have 
been numerous indications since of un- 
rest in south China, but no additional 
outbreaks have been reported until to- 
day. 


Three More Provinces Said to Have 
Joined the Revolt. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 25.—Gen. 
Hwang Hsing, First Minister of War 
under the Chinese republic, who is 


temporarily residing at Media, near 
here, tonight announced through his 
secretary that he had today received 
a cable message from Shanghai dated 
yesteriay that the province of Yun- 
nan had declared her independence. 
The message further informed the 
Chinese General, according to his 
secretary, that Yuan Shi Kal had 
ordered the Governor of the province 
of Sse Chuen to. send troops to put 
down the revolt in Yunnan, but that 
the order was disregarded and that 
the province declared its .independ- 
ence. The cable message further 
stated, it was announced, that the 
provinces of Hupeh an4 Kwang Si 
had also declared their independence.

It was said there was no lack of 
employment for those willing and 
able to work. 

Prediction was made at the post- 
office that when the figures are com- 
piled it will be found all records 
have been broken in the sale. of 
stamps to carry gifts and in the ship- 
ment of Christmas packages by par- 
cel post. Carriers toilei all day de- 
livering belated presents. 

Home Plianned for Santa. 

All over the city there were dinners 
and trees for the poor. There were toys 
for every child overlooked by Santa 
Claus. Hospitals, orphanages, alms- 
houges and even pena! institutions ‘vere 
not without their share of the holiday 
spirit. 

Christmas day brought the announce- 
ment that architects had been commis- 
sioned to prepare plans for a monument 
to Santa Claus in the form of a building 
which will serve as headquarters in this 
city for the International Santa Claus 
Association. While the structure will be 
designed for utilitarian purposes, it is in- 
tended to exemplify the spirit of Christ- 
mas. The plans will provide for a Lilli- 
putian auditorium, where children’s 
plays will be given, and a bazar for the 
free exhibition of new toys to encour- 
age the toy-making industry in this 
ccuntry.

Miss Francheon at that time was en- 
gaged to a Mr. Collins. He had left 
town for Montreal the night before the 
robbery. Newcome found Collins was u 
man he had known in France. He alse 
learned that a big Newfoundland dog in 
the house was very fond of Collins, and 
that the dog had been aroused on the 
night of the robbery, but head quieted 
down. 


A week later the other secret 
drawer was robbed and that night 
Ellina also disappeared, sending 
back word that she had eloped with 
Collins and was about to go to Eu- 
rope. Newcome told his agent in 
Paris to keep track of the couple. 
He soon learned the French police 
had driven them out and they were 
on the way back to this country. 

He Enlisted and Disappeared. 

They went to Nantasket Beach, 
near Boston, where they stayed at a 
hotel. Newcome went thither with 
one of his men. That night a large 
sum of money was stolen from a 
contractor. But Newcome was able 
to recover most of the securities 
stolen from the millionaire and his 
wife. The girl refused to go back 
to see her foster father and foster 
mother. She and Collins returned to 
Europe, but could not stay’ there, 
and came back to America. In 1914 
he enlisted in the Canadian contin- 
gent of the British army. It is not 
known where he is. 


A letter to Newcome from 
French detective, Francois, tells 
what happened after that. He says: 

“As I sit here 1 cannot help but 
think of the dear little creature, 
whom everybody loved, no matter 
what her real character was.

She passed 98 per cent 
and was immediately installed as 3 
nurse in the Grand Hospital here in 
Faris. But this was not enough for the 
little girl—she would insist on going to 
the froni, and was finally detailed and 
forwarded to the emergency line of hos- 
pitals.

qualified failure. The general 
staff had missed its goal as utterly as 
Napoleon had achieved his in the Aus- 
terlitz campaign. 

On the political side Germany had 
done better. She had occupied all of 
Belgium and 8400 square miles of French 
territory. She still held advantageous 
positions, if she should be able later to 
resume her operations against France, 
having disposed of Russia. She also 
possessed in French and Belgian ter- 
ritory industrial and mine regions of 
immediate value and territory which 
she could use as the basis for bargain- 
ing, if the war should turn out to be a 
draw and peace should come, not by a 
decision of the battlefield, as in the Na- 
poleonic time, but from exhaustion, as 
in the wars of Louis XIV. 

But it is essential to recognize that the 
opening campaign of Germany was a 
complete military failure, because it en- 
tirely failed to remove or destroy 
France, , 

New Projects, 


At the opening of 1915 German pur- 
pose was dictated by the circum- 
Stances in the East, circumstances 
which are a result of the weakness 
of her Austrian ally. In the opening 
months of the war, while Germany 
was failing strategically in the west, 
Austria was failing tactically in the 
east. To put it simply, Germany was 
losing a campaign of invasion: she 
was being thrown back, but without 
general rout or anything suggesting 
disaster on the battlefield; Austria 
was being overwhelmed on the field 
and her armies were being routed 
and swept before the Russians in 
disorder. 

The mission of the Austrians had 
been to hold Russia until Germany 
destroyed France., Austria failed. It 
was necessary: for Germany, before

, Germen purpose in the campsaign 
of 1916 is thus disclosed. She had 


bolstered up Austria before the year 


ended and averteg the 
peril of collapse; but 
pounding up to the Carpathians, 
sending Cossacks into Hungary, 
threatening Cracow and successfully 
maintaining the defense in Poland, 
while ‘actually’ occupying - German 
territory in East Prussia. 

Accordingly Germany resolved to 
repeat against Russia the operation 
she had attempteg against France 
the previous year. Her whole pur- 
pose for 1915 must be to dispose of 
Russia, as she had failed ‘to dispose 
of France to achieve Jena, having 
missed Austerlitg. If she could do 
this she-might. still hope to return 
to the west and finish the work that 
she had been wnable to complete 
there. 

The single test of German success 
in 1815 must be found by examining 
what.Germany did in the light of 
what she intended to, what .she at- 
tempted to, what she strove with 
every energy to accomplish. 

Viewed from this angie it is-im- 
possible not to recognize that Ger-

jmany failed again. She did not put 


Russia out. She did not cripple her 
as Napoleon crushe4 Austria at Aus- 
terlitz and Prussia at Jena. Russia 
did not sue for peace as Austria had 
a century before. The German mill- 
tary commentators and German pub- 
licists like Harden supply the best 
testimony available to prove . that 
Russia is not ready to quit, that she 
is not so terribly crippled as to be 
compelled to ask for peace, or even 
to desire peace at considerable cost. 
Clever Feat of Arma. 

On the other hand, it should be recog- 
nized that, taken as a whole, the Ger- 
man performandée in Russia was in the 
military sense. more profitable. Once 
you have redognized that in its main 
purpose it was an absolute failure, once 
you have fixed clearly in your mind the 
fact that what Germany attempted to 
do was to put Russia out and that she 
did not do this, it is simple to estimate 
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HERE have been no activities along the Russian battle front, where the 
battle lines of the opposing armies, reaching from Riga to the Stir, 

have been facing each other in comparative quiet for several weeks. The 
map shows the four salient features along this line: 

RIGA—In this district the Russians are holding back, and in fact, push- 
ing back, the Germans, who would like Riga as winter quarters. 

DVINSK—Here in the lake region the Russians are also slowly pressing 
back the Germans, who also desire Dvinsk as winter quarters. 

MINSK—The German advance against Minsk is also held up in front of the 
Beresina along a line running north 1nd south. 

PINSK—In the region of the Styr and the Pripet Fenlands the Germans 
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lied military chiefs expécted, that the 
grand alliance would. be able in the 
coming year to complete the work of 
crushing Germany. Unquestionably 
France and Great Britain planned to 
open the summer with a drive that 
would clear France and Beigium. Rua- 
sia had every reason to expect that her 
armies, far in Austrian territory and be- 
yond the eastern frontier of Prussia, 
would pass the Carpathians and pene- 


trate to Budapest. 


All the things that the allied hoped 
and planned came to nothing. Russian 
failure, after the passing success at 
Przemysl, became unmistakable in the 
opening days of May, and Russian re- 
treat did not end until September. All 
prospecta of.a Russian. offensive. for 
many months. were abolished. 

In the West the situation differed 


-only in degree German purpose did not 


go beyond: holding the lines in the West 
and German purpose prevailed. In Ar- 
toils, in May and June, in Champagne 
and Artois in September, the Anglo- 
French forces. wen considerable local 
.guccesses, measured by men and guns 
captured, but they were devoid of other 
value. 

Allied failure in the West was deter- 
mined by. the complete breakdown of 
the British. In May they were dis- 
closed so destitute of ammunition that 


all hope of.a spring drive had to be 


abandoned... .In September their high 
command and subordinate officers 
proved so inefficient that a consider- 
able possible success was missed at 
Loos. In sum, the British army failed 
to arrive,‘ and its failure dictated the 
situation in the West. 

On the other, the situation in the 
West ‘did: materially imptove from the 
allied standpoint Lecause between: the 
battles of Fianders and those of Cham- 
pagne and Artois there was allowed to 
the French and British nearly a year 
to organige their military machinery, to 
provide. the munitions, construct the 
wall of defense which now bars further 
German advance. It enabled Engiant 
to raise miljions of men, whose wilti- 
mate value, when they and their offi- 
cere have been traine cannot be over: 
looked. 


Two ideas were in conflict at the be- 
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win in the end, so far as historic paral- 
lels have any weight. so far as Ger- 
man military teachings of the period be- 
fore the war Were assured, unless Ger- 
many could get a decision in advance 
of the arrival of a time when the war 
became one of exhaustion. 


Germany's best chances was to win 
in 1914, when she attacked France. She 
came close to success, but she failed. 
Her next best chance was in 1915, when 


| she turned against Russia. For many 


weeks it seemed possible that she might 
succeed in the East, but she failed again. 
She did not get a decision, which it was 
far more necessary to have in 1915 than 
it was in 1914, for the element of time 
was going against her steadily. Not 
only the element of time, for had Ger- 
many succeeded in France or in Rus- 
sia, she might have won the war in 
the larger sense; that is, she might 
have imposed her will. absolutely upon 
her opponents, as Napoleon did after 
Austerlits and again after Friedland. 


If France had been defeated at the 
Marne, if Russia had lost her main 
army at Vilna or if it had been envel- 
oped about Warsaw the consequences 
cannot be mistaken. It is by thinking 
of them that it is possible to get a 
full measure of what military writers 
mean when they say that Germany has 
failed. 

As to the allied failure, it is not 
worth much time discussing that. Be- 
cause there never was a moment during 
the year when theré was any chance 
that the allied purpose could be reals 
ized. If the allies hoped for a few 
months for a decision in their 
favor in the year, they soon 
appreciated the fact that the maximum 
of success was to avoid disaster—keep 
their coalition unbroken. 

There was, however, One fleld in which 
the allies won a tremendous victory, !n 
my judgment, far overbalancing the lo- 


ocean, and it drew abovt Germany « 
blockade the effects of which are re- 


element in the Napoleonic wars. The | 
British fleet protected Great Britain and | 
thus gave one nation immunity from in- 
vasion. The other nations were defeat- 
ed in the field and compelled to make 
peace on Napoleon's terms, but Britain 
kept on fighting and again and again 
made coalitions which in the end weak- 
ened Napoleon and brought his down- 
fall. 
What the Sea Means, 


Reading the battle news, looking at 
the map, we are all impressed with 
the greatness of German success and 
the vastness of her conquests. Yet all 
her conquests are hardly of a greater 
value than the power to use the sea. 
If she hold Belgium and Northern 
France, these are not of greater value 
to Germany than would be the ability 
to use the sea and they are not a dis- 
proportionate price to pay for British 
consent to use her merchant fleet again. 
If Germany cannot compel Britain to 
abandon the blockade, she will have ul- 
timately to persuade her, and she can 
only hope to persuade her by evacuat- 
ing Belgium and France. 

The effects of sea power are not to 
be seen on the map in any careless esti- 
mate of the war situation, but no stu- 
dent of history can mistake the lessons 
of the past. The triumph of German 
militarism, meaning by that the suc- 
cess of the splendid military machine 
éf the Germans, has fallen far short of 
the completeness of the success of Brit- 
ish navalism. 

Germany’s Third Bid. 

I have dwelt so far upon the past com- 
paigns because I desire my readers to 
understand my reasons for regarding the 
German campaigns to the present mo- 
ment as failure. Twice Germany has 
undertaken, with her fullest military 
power, to get a decision. Had she ‘won 
in éither case, as she hoped and expected 
to win and as she came near winning, 
she could have hoped to win the war. 
Having failed, as she did; it was now 
left to German military leaders to devise 
a method for ending the war, without 
losing absolutely, or losing all of the 
things that had been won, things that 
did not in the aggregate permit her to 
win absolutely, but left her far greater 
in area and population and with a far 
better prospect for the future than she 
had in August, 1914. 

It was no longer possible after Vilna 
to win the war by a complete tactical 
or strategic success. It was inevitable 
that the war “ould be lost unless the 
allies could be persuaded by a prolonga- 
tion of the series of German victories 
to make peace, thus giving over the idea 
of imposing their will upon Germany. 
Germany could not defeat the allies, but 
she could perhaps coinvince them that 
she was not to be beaten and that it 
was the wiser part of statesmanship to 
abandon the idea of a victory by ex- 
haustion and make terms. 


It was clear that no terms would in- 
clude permanent German occupation of 
Belgium, of any portion of French ter- 
ritory. To such terms neither France 
nor Great Britain would or could con- 
sent. On the other hand, it was pos- 
sible that neither France nor Great 
Britain would care to continue the ter- 
rible struggle merely to restore Poland 
to Russia. France might be placated 
by a cession of Metz and the French- 
speaking portion of Lorraine. Belgium 
might be indemnified by a purchase price 
for Belgian Congo, French Congo being 
the quid pro quo for Metz. 

At the worst, from the German point 
of view, there might be a general agree- 
ment to restore the boundaries of 1914, 
save for the cession of the Trentino, 
Gorizia and Albania to Italy. 

A Bid for Settlement. 

For their part, Germany and Austria 
could find compensation in the Balkans. 
If the allies would consent to sacrifice 
Servia and agree to leave Turkey in- 
tact, there would still be a reward for 
the great sacrifices they had made, and 
Germany’s place in the sun would be 
assured in the Turkish Empire. But 
first of all it was necessary to obtain 
control In the Balkans. Accordingly, 
Germany made her third bid, this time 
for peace, not conquest. 

In her third venture Germany realizes 
the maximum of success on the field in 
the minimum of time. Her diplomacy 
had prepared the way for her soldiers. 
Bulgaria promptly enlisted, Servia was 
crushed, the weak allied forces landed 
at Salonica came too late and were soon 
on their way back, threatened with ex- 
termination. 

The Gallipoli operation was con- 
demned to complete failure by the ar- 
rival “of German ammunition at the 
Straits. The rcad from Berlin to Con- 
stantinople, indeed to Bagdad and the 
frontiers of Egypt, was open, 

Having laid stress upon German fail- 
ure in France and in Russia, it is ned- 
essary to lay equal emphasis on German 
success in the Balkans. Germany had « 
decision with Servia in a brief time, 
Every obstacle was overwhelmed in the 
field, while at Bucharest and Athens 
German diplomacy succeeded in prevent- 
inig action which might have imperilled 
the whole undertaking, or in the case 
of Rumania, enlisted a new enemy 
whose coming would have turned the 
Balkan affair into a disaster. 

Now, this success having been 
achieved, Germany by every possible 
sign indicated her willingness to discuss 
peace. She made clear that she was no 
longer in the mood that displayed itself 
in Belgium and tm France. She had 
given over all thought of conquering 


possibiy a portion of Alsace-Lorraine. 
This mood, this spirit, is the best evi- 


Gence of the fact that Germany had ap-

MYSTERY CAR PROVES 


TO BE NEW MARMON 
NEW YORK, Dec. .26.—The new 
automobile, about which there has 
been so much speculation, especially | 
in trade circles for the past several 


weeks, is a new model Marmon. The 


trade press has been full of mysteri- 
ous advertisement for aimost two 
months, the car being fully described, 
but no name given. 

The fact that the new car was a 
Marmon, the product of Nordyke & 
Marmon Co. of Indianapolis, was 
learned through a descriptive article 
which appears in this week's issue of 


The Automobile. 


It is stated that the new Marmon 
is a distinct innovation in automobile 
construction; that it marks the be- 
ginning of a new method of construc- 
tion and the more extensive use of 
lighter materials. 

For the first time aluminum is used 
for motor cylinder construction. Some 
experimenting has been done by en- 
gine manufacturers in putting out a 
few engines * with aluminum ' used 
very freely in the construction, but 
the Marmon is the first. ear to use it 
as standard. The new Marmon has 
been designated as the Mode] 34. 

The new car, it is stated, is°4 lux- 
ury machine, but the great feature 
lies in the fact that it is 1000 pounds 
lighter than the great majority of 
cars of its class. 

The frame is of peculiar construc- 
tion found on few motor cars. The 
running boards are an integral part 
of the frame and the body is fastened 
directly to the frame, instead of to 
sills, as is the usual practice. 

The spring system is entirely dif- 
ferent from that found on 99 per cent 
of the present-day automobiles. It 
is called the compound cantilever 
type. It is said the type eliminates 
the side play in the car, allowing the 
body to move vertically, but not. hori- 
zontally. The freedom of the car 
from skidding tendencies is attrib- 
uted to the spring system. 

The most unusual and striking con- 
struction feature of the new car as 
outlined in the statement given out 
is the comparatively large amount of 
aluminum used. Body, fenders, hood, 
radiator shell and many other cast- 
ings usally of iron or bronze are 
built ef the lighter metal in the 
“mystery” car. 

The new model, it ie understodd, will 
sell for $2700, in three, four or five- 
passenger body styles, while the price 
for the seven-passenger is $2750. The 
Marmon factory has been consider- 
ably enlarged in anticipation of an 
increase in number of cars to be 
turned out during 1916.

IMPORTANT POINTS ON 
WINTER CARE OF CAR 


A time was when with the first ap- 
preach of winter, the motorist made 
preparations for the storing of his car 
until winter was over, and while this 
practice has largely been discontinued, 
the storing of the car, especially in 
such localities where the roads are put 
out of commission, is still necessary. 

“We have recently had requestsa from 
various points in our territory asking 
for advice regarding the storage of 
cars," gaid F. W. A. Vesper, president 
of the Vesper-Buick Auto Co., in dis- 
cussing the matter recently, “and we 
have in each case given them the fol- 
lowing advice: 


“Drain all water from the cooling sys- 
tem by opening petcocks at bottom of 
radiator and in the bottom of the pump, 
and @8 an extra precaution, remove the 
ripe plugs from the cylinder jackets. 
After this is done, it is well to run the 
motor for two or three minutes until 
the heat has dried out all of the water 
in the motor. This will absolutely pre- 
vent freezing. 

“Remove the storage battery, and 
wherever it is possible to do so, turn 
it over to a properly equipped battery 
service station, where it can be given 
a slight eharge once every two months. 
Where this service cannot be obtained, 
the battery may be left for a period 
not exceeding six months if fully 
charged (gravity 1.300 or over) and dis- 
connected to prevent short circuits. A 
fully charged battery will not freeze. 


“It is also a good idea to block up the 
car, sO as to take the weight off the 
tires. The air pressure can then be re- 
duced to a few pounds, or merely 
enough to retain the proper shape of the 
casing and tube. This will reduce the 
deterioration of the tire to the lowest 
possible point. 

“All of the metal parts of the motor, 
as Well as the metal parts on the car 
proper should be lightly covered with a 
grease, similar to vaseline. This will 
prevent the car from rusting and will 
keep the metal parts in good condition 
indefinitely. 

“The top should not be left folded, but 
should be kept up and fully stretched.

Place Where Biggest Mission- 
nary Society Was Formed. 


Olde Cheshire Cheese, but unlike the' 
Cheese, which has, for some years, been 
@ mere show place for tourists, it has 
wept its oldtime atmosphere. 

No records seem to exist to show the 
year when Baker's came into being, ‘but 
it was probably built soon after the 
great fire of 1666. Tradition says the 
original Baker had formerly been head- 
waiter at Lioyd's coffee house nearby, 
which later developed into the marine 
insurance institution known as Lioyd’:. 
In the days of the South Sea Bubble, 
Daker’s was thronged with speculators, 
as Change Alley was then the very cen- 
ter of stock trading in London. 

Another distinction of Baker’s is that 
it was within its ro-ms that the London 
Missionary Society was concefyed, In 
November, 1734, a body of eminent non- 
conformist clergymen met at. Baker's 


where, according ‘o a temporary record, 
they “united in prayer and delibération 
on behalf of millions of their race suf- 
fering from sin and debased by idol- 
utry.”” The upshot was the formation 
of the greatest of the British foreign 
missionary societies.

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TD CLEAR RUINS 
‘OF BREST-LITOVSK 


Retreating Russians Did $100,- 
000,000 Damage to Fortress 
/ Before Leaving. 


WHOLESALE DESOLATION 


Will Require Years to Rebuild 
City—Some Civilians Are 
Returning. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BREST-LITOVSK, Poland, Nov. 25. 
On Aug. 26 the Russians evacuated 
Brest-Litovsk, after causing damage 
estimated conservatively at $100,- 
000,000. 

While three-quarters of the houses 
of the city still burned, the Germans 
moved in across pontoon bridges 
flung over Bug River, and one week 
later Graf W. arrived with the 
German Emperors commission as 
military governor. 

He and his subordinates have since 
that time been working approxi- 
mately 18 hours a day to bring or- 
der out of the chaos that they foynd. 
Order they have achieved, but it will 
take years to rebuild and reconstruct 
the city—probably the strongest and 
most important ‘fortress which the 
Russians possessed. 

As was almost universally the case 
in Poland the civil population had 
been taken along Russiawards by 
the retreating army. But almost be- 
fore the Germans could commence 
work of reconstruction forlorn de- 
tachments of the former population 
bee@an to straggle back into the city. 
The refugees for the most part were 
Jews, who had~* been hiding in 
swamps. Many of them were sick and 
before order had been restored thou- 
sands of them die4 of malignant dis- 
eases. 

Preceeded With Iron Hand. 

Graft W proceeded with an iron 
}hand. The robber bands that lurked 
in the alleys of the city were gradu- 
ally cleaned out. The returning in- 
habitants, if healthy,: were put into 
camps in the surrounding country 
and sternly denied access to the city. 

Many thousands of men, women 
and children were sent westward, ac- 
companied by small detachments of 
soldiers, and invariably with a Ger- 
man fiel€ kitchen on which to cook 
their meals. To remain in Brest- 
Litovsk spelled starvation, for every 
bit of food had been carried away or 
burned.. For four weeks Graf W 
and his officers and soldiers lived on 
pickled pork and ate their evening 
meals by the Nght of candles stuck 
in wine bottles. Eventually an elec- 
tric plant was. built, but it showed 
‘and still shows an inclination to go 
out of commission frequently. 


Center of Railroads. 
Two days vefore the evacuation of 


Brest-Litovsk Grand Duke Nicholas 
is reported to have declared that the 
fortress never would be taken. The 
Germans.thémeelves, it is said, did 
not: beMéve they could hope to take 
it under two months. Aside from its 
remarkable strength it was tremen- 
dously important because the center 
of' a number of railroad lines. 

Originally the fortifications con- 
sisted of a ring of old forts, built 
gbout 1870. With the invention of 
moderA artillery these became. of 
slight value, and so a new outer ring 
was begun in 1900, and in 1912 a 
series of) 10 new and absolutely mod- 
ern forts with a periphery of 86 kilo- 
meters was completed. 

The city was additionally strength. 
ened by a set of infantry positions 
between the forts which the German 
military experts declare are ideal and 
models of their kind. 

When the Russians decided to leave 
Brest-Litovsk they systematically de- 
| stroyed all but one of their forts. 
The one still intact is one of the old, 
‘inner ring and valueless. With the 
‘forts destroyed the Russians appar- 
‘ently went from house to house squirt- 
ing petroleum and gasoline over 
everything and then setting it afire. 

The higher Russian officers had lived 
in the so-called citadel, a mile or so re- 
moved from the center of the city. 


New Guns Carried Away. 
This they did not destroy, nor some 


400 cannon and hundreds of thousands 
‘of shells. The cannon for the most part, 
‘however, are of an old mode). The new 
and up-to-date pieces seem all to have 
been carted away. 

While Graf W-—, a General, took 
charge of purely military operations of 
Brest-Litovsk, Capt. Gisevius, in peace 
times professor of economics in the Uni- 
versity of Giessen, was installed in the 
city as head of the so-called “Etaphen 
District,”’ a section that includes most of 
Brest-Litovsk, but also the surrounding 
country. He first banished all civilians

whose members were soon engaged in 
threshing out the grain and harvesting 
the potatoes that were all but rotting 
in the ground. 

Under Captain Gisevius’ direction the 
houses of Brest have been in a measure

PARIS, Dec. 3.—Richard Melville Hall 
of Ann Arbor, Mich., a volunteer drive- 
attached to that section of the American 


Ambulance operating with the French 
army in Alsace, was killed Christmas 
eve, while on duty. The news was re- 
ceived today by the: American Ambu- 
lance Committee. 

Hall was the 2l-year-old son of Prof. 
H. G. Hall, of the University of Michi- 
gan. He was one of a group of Dart- 
mouth College recruits, who entered the 
ambulance service last June and when 
killed he was driving a Dartmouth Col- 
lege field ambulance. He will be given 
a military funeral at the front tomorrow 
afternoon. 

L. P. Hall, brother of Richard Mel- 
ville Hall, who is at present serving in 
the same section, will return at once! W!

The details of the young man’s death 
have not yet been learned, except that 
he was driving, or standing near his car, 
when it was struck by a German shell, 
and demolished.

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|GERMANY BROUGHT TO A 


STANDSTILL CRAVES PEACE, 
PREMIER BRIAND ASSERTS 


French Minister Cables the Post-Dispatch That 
1916 Will See the Efforts of the 
. evewargnd. 


The following is in reply t a 
request sent by the Post-Dispatch 
for M. Briand’s view of the outlook 
for 1016:

PARIS, Dec. %.—At the approach of 
the year 1916 the French people an‘ 
French armies, in conjunction with their 
noble. allies, still find. themselves con- 
fronted as they have been for the past 
17 months, with a powerful, unscrupu- 
lous enemy. 

Our northern departments and all but 
a corner of devastated Belgium ars 
still in the hands of.that enemy, who 
more recently has been enabled, through 
the connivance of treacherous Bulga- 
ria, to éncompass the martyrdom of Ser- 
via as well. But the temporary triumph 
achieved by the central empires over 
@ small, weak, war-harassed nation is 
powerless to alter tn their favor the 
situation as a whole, 

What they have accomplished againsr 
‘he heroic Servians can have no mare 
effect upon the ultimate status of the 
relligerents than their much vaunted 
and enormously costly conquests in Bel- 
gium, France and Poland. Our troops 
in Saloniki, strengthened daily by re- 
inforcements, form an insurmountable 
barrier to the enemy‘s further progress 
In this regien. Already, indeed, there 
are signs that the incessant pressure 
at other points along his front is fore- 
ing him to withdraw many. of the troops 
he- has flung ageinst littie Servia. 

fim Bast and West. 

On the western front, despite his fu- 
rious onslaughts in the Ypres salient 
and in the Argonne and in other sectors, 
the enemy has lost. many Kilometers of 
ground and hundreds of. thousands of 
men. The year 1915 has demonstrated 
not only your ability tockeck with com- 
parative ease any of his attacks, but 
also that offensives undertaken by the 
magnificent soldiers of Britain and 
France can burst his concrete intrench- 
ments asunder and hurl him back with 
frightful punishment. 

Against our Russian ally the enemy 
has been equally at a loss to achieve 

anything approaching a decisive victory. 
His occupation of Polish territory has 
served only to augment the determina- 
tion of the Czar and his people to con- 


tinue the conflict to a victorious con- | 


clusion. The Russian armies, constant- 
ly gaining in size, equipment and effi- 
clency, are driving backward, bit by bit, 
an invader who, despairing of further 
Progress, has abandoned altogether his 
hepes of crushing his dauntiless oppo- 
nent and now seeks only to éscape de- 
struction himself. 

Meanwhile, in the last weeks of a 
year in which Germany and her con- 
federates have vainly struggled to post- 
pone their inevitable fate with the des- 
peration of a cornered rat, the keynote 
of the expression of German public 
opinion has become an ill-concealed 
craving for peace. While German 
troops seek vainly for an opening in 
the circle of iron riveted about them by 
the allies on land and sea, German dip- 
lomatic agents in neutra] countries are 
frantically endeavoring to open nego- 
tiations for a peace which shall not 
mean complete defeat for the sinister, 
element responsible for deluging Europe 
with blood. 


No Peace Except Through Victery. 

It is unnecessary to reiterate the de- 
termination of France and her allies to 
consent to no peace except that attained 
through victory. 

Our glorious soldiers will continue to 
press the foe with an effectiveness 
which increase in ratio to the diminu- 
tion of strength through the ebbing 
of his resources. Daily it will be more 
difficult for him to fill up gaps in his 
line, and daily his inability to replenish 
his supplies will weigh more heavily 
upon him. Thus, secure in the knowl- 
edge that our cause is the cause of all 
humanity, as well as of ovr neutral 
friends, as well as of our allied com- 
rades; that our people, both in the 
trenches and behind the zone of combat 
are united in a spirit as stanch as that 
of the Crusaders of old. That our Gov- 
ernment stands today as ons with the 
governments of our allies, we shall con- 
tinue to battle until we shall have as- 
sured the existence upon earth of lib- 
erty, civilization and the rights of man. 

Our American friends must Keep a 
stout heart. To them I say we will win 
becatse we are determined to win. The

power. But such a peace would leave 
Germany and Germany’s ally, Austria, 
in the same situation. In making their 
decision, w is the striking circum- 
stance of the closing weeks .f 1915, the 
allies have indicated that they are 4as- 
suming the position which the opponents 
of Napoleon took fn 1813 and 1814; they 
are resolved to make no peace until 
Germany is again brought back to the 
limites of the period before the war, un- 
til she is deprived of all the profits of 
her campaigns, as France was shorn of 
all that she had gained in the wars of 
the revolution and the empire. | 

It is essential to recognize this fact 
and its importance because all that is 
to come will result from the decision of 
the allies not to make peace on things 
as they are, not even to make peace on 
things exactly as they were, for France 
expects to have Alsace-Lorraine, and all 
the allies mean that Servia shall have 
Bosnia, Italy Trieste and Trentino. 

This determination is based on an un- 
mistakable expectation of victory. Na- 
tions do not continue a doubtful war 
when a reasonable settlement is to be 
had unless they are satisfied that more 
can be gained at a price they are will- 
ing to pay. France, Russia, Great 
Britain and Italy are all convinced that 
they can together crush Germany and 
her allies. They are so sure of it that 
they have rejected a chance to make 
peace, 
Year Should Tell Story, 

Now it is well to keep in mind during 
the next year exactly what grounds the 
allies have for expecting to win, We 
shall then see as the war progresses 
whether they were wrong or right; if 
they prove to have been wholly wrong, 
it is certain that they will not perse- 
vere in their course after their mistake 
has been established. Twelve months 
should tell the story. I do not mean 
that the allies will be able to conquer 
Germany in that time, but I do believe 
that ff they fall in that time to make 
such progress as to be able to envisage 
ultimate triumph they will abandon 
their present mood. 

Briefly, the allies are satisfied that 
German numbers have been er are 
about to begin to fail. They fix at 
8,000,000 the sum total of man power 
of the Germans, using every known 
method of calculation. They figure 
that Germany has now lost perma- 
nently at least 3,600,000 and that be- 
fore spring the total will be far past 
4,000,000. They know that it requires 
above &,000,000 to hold the German 
lines and that another 1,000,000 is 
required for communications, garri- 
sons and other services, Austria's 
situation is even more serious, be- 
cause her first armies were routed 
and she has lost upward of 1,000,000 
in prisoners. 

No such failing of resources af- 
fects the British or the Russians or 
the Italians; only the French are 
face to face with the same menace, 
and British numbers are coming to 
replace French wastage. 

The Problems of Endurance. 

Thus the allies believe that by 
spring the Germans will probably be 
compelled to shorten their lines 
somewhere, But such a step, the 
evacuation of France, Belgium or 
Poland, will be the signal ‘to all 
Europe—to the world—that the end 
ig in sight. It may come in April, 
but it must come before autumn; 
thie is the allied calculation on which 
the statesmen of four great nations 
ere staking all. 

But ‘attrition of men is only half; 
there is the question of food and of 
money. Germany is suffering—we 
have Harden's word for this—because 
of food shortage; she is suffering 
from economic paralysis resulting 
from the blockade, and she is comy 
pelled to find money in sums dispro- 
portionate to her resources, compared 
with Great Britain or France, when 
she has to act as the banker for Tur- 
key and Austria. Add to thie the fail- 
ing of men the hardships and perils 
incident to economi¢ and commercial 
paralysis and you have a conspectus 
of allied calculation, 

These calculations may be right or 
wrong. The Germans deny them all, 
and none has been satisfactorily 
proven yet, but they explain the 
state of mind that makes for war. 
German military writers, public men, 
‘soldiers, are unanimous in their de- 
nial of such assertions; Germany in- 
sists that she can outlast her foes; 
the next few 
months to determine this, and until 


1 it te determined talk ot peace is idle. 


Meantime, if these’ calculations are 
correct, a Turkish campaign against 
Egypt, or even India, no matter how 
successful, will not affect the outcome 
of the war, for it will not add to Ger- 
man numbers nor materially reduce al-

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ceive to be the German peril. All of 
the allies are animated by the bitterest 
possible resentment, roused by what 
they believe to be German conduct dur- 
ing the opening weeks of the war. They 
accept the reports of atrocities in Bel- 
gium, France and Poland, and they are 
acting in the spirit that belief in these 
things creates. It is not pessible to un- 
derstand the war new without recognis- 
ing this state of mind. It still domi- 
nates Europe, it still directs allied na- 
tional sentiment. 

It is not necessary to share this mood 
or to approve it, Wut even in studying 
the military situation and much more 
in studying the political situation, it is 
essential to take the full measure of it. 
The aliies expect to win, they expect to 
crush Germany. But apart from all the 
anguish and bitterness the past has pro- 
voked, the past as they see it, makes 
them impatient of peace talk while the 
remotest chance te attain their main 
Purpose remains, 

Another year of sacrifice without 
prospect of success may remove much 
of this passion; it is hard to see how 
anything else can; this is the point 
where peace prophecies fail and a man, 
seeing only the outward aspects of the

on reasonable terms; her oppon- 
ents are not ready for peace on any 
terms that leave Germany what she 
asks and will fight to keep. Germany’s 
enemies believe thev can crush her; she 
does not believe she can crush them, 
but she is satisfied they cannot crush 
her..

ing for existence.

Oeancellor Berkowitz Says Delegates 
Should Insist Church and Schoo!

Dr. Henry Berkowitz of Philadelphia, 
Chancellor of the Jewish Chautauqua 
Society, and Miss Jeannette M. Goldberg 
of Jefferson, Tex., secretary of the so- 
clety, addressed the delegates to the 
twenty-fourth annual assembly of the 
organization at the opening session in 
the auditorium of the Planters Hote!

Would Have Army Division For- 
tify Position Near Washing- 
ton and Then Attack It. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. %.—Congress 
will be given an object lesson in pre- 
paredness for modern warfare if Sen- 
ator Chamberlain of Oregon, chairman 
vf the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, succeeds in carrying out a plan 
he has conceived to illustrate graphi- 
cally the problem of national defense. 

When Congress reassembies the Ser- 
ator will propose that a division of reg- 
viar troops, or of regular and Nationa! 
Guard troops, be assembied at the near- 
est suitable point to Washington. He 
would have these troops dig trenches 
and otherwise forfify a defensive. posi- 
tion. Then the division would attack 
the fortified position,.the artiliery using 
real shrapnel and high explosive shells 
and the infantry ball cartridges and 
hand grenades. 

Although the position would no: be 
defended by troops, and no men would 
te under fire at any time, the Senator 
is of the opinion the attack would fur- 
nfsh a more véluable object lesson than 
the ordinary maneuvers or sham battle 
He believes that after witnessing the 
mobilization of a division of troops and 
ih attack of this character; Senators 
and Representatives would return to 
Washington better prepared to legislate 
for the equipment and training of an 
crmy required by modern conditions of 
warfare. 

Here are some of the things which, he 
thinks, would be iluminated by such 
an object lesson: 

The training, organization and disci- 
pline necessary if a division is going to 
rroperly dig itself in and otherwise pre- 
pare any position. 

The difficulties attending the attack 
of a position and the training and disci- 
pline absolutely essential if such attack 
is to be made. 

The effect of high explosive shell and 
grenade fire and what it means to have 
to face it. 

Our lack of heavy field guns needed 
to smash infantry trenches. 

How difficult. it would be for us to 
mobilize one gsomplete division, which 
is the smattest complete tactical unit of 
an ati, o.. 

"IT am* -eonstantly impressed with the 
difficulty =} ereating a thorough under- 
standing Of We Gecessity of providing 
adequate, mational defense,’ said Sena- 
tor Chiainberluin “People read how 
battles mre fought nowadays in Europe, 
but thes Go .not- realize how far short 
we aré of the preparation to fight such 
battles.”’ 

A division consists of nine regiments 
of infantry, one regiment of cavalry, 
one brigade .of two regiments of field 
artillery, one pioneer . battalion, one 
field. battalion of signal troops, one 
ammunition. train, pne supply train, one 
sanitary train and one engineer train. 

From the lessons of the present war it 
has been decided that a division should 
have three regiments of artillery instead 
of two, and that one of these regiments 
should have heavy. guns. Instead of 
one battalion of engineers, there should 
be a regiment of two. battalions, and 
whereas, under the. present organiza- 
tion, a division has no aero squadron, 
there should be one,

Pure Bred White Leghorns Hen. 
Will yéu describe the characteristics 
of a purée bred white leghorn hen, giv- 
ing shape of body and details of good 
laying type.—H. B. F., Columbia, Mo. 
The leghorn belongs to the Mediter- 
ranean class of fowls. Of the leghorns 
there are the follwing standard varie- 
ties: Single comb brown, rose comb 
brown, single comb white, rose com> 
white, single comb buff, rose combd buff, 
single comb biack, silver. Until this 
year there were no standard weights 
designated for leghorns. Henceforth 
standard weights are named as follows: 
Cocks 6% pounds, cockéerels 4% pounds, 
hens 4 pounds, pullets %% pounds. 
Weights are not given because, while 
the leghorn is not a large bird, and 
should not be, it should not be too 
small, and the tendency is now to in- 
crease the size of leghorns somewhat 
The body of the hen is rather long 
and quite deep and quite straight from 
front to rear. The fluff is rather short.

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Barred Ply nant Rock Pullet 
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The thighs and shanks are moderately 
long. The tail is quite long, well spread 
and should be carried at an angle of 
about @ degrees from the horizontal; 
that it, the tail should be carried pretty 
low. Many old-style leghorns that we 
see carry their taille too high. Such a 
leghorn is not e beautiful bird, although 
we used to think so. The tail should 
be carried rather low and you should 
be able from the side to count about 
seven feathers from tep to bottom of 
tafl. It should be spread out and not 
pointed. The back is of moderate 
length, sloping Gownward to the shoul- 
dere, and then rising in a gentile con- 
cave incline to the tail. The wings are 
large. ' The watties are of moderate 
size. 

The comb of the single-comb variety 
is medium in size, rather large for the 
size of the bird. It has five serrations. 
The front of the female comb and the 
first point of it in a perfect comb stand 
erect and the remainder of the comib 
droops to one side. The comb should hi 
delicate and free from folds or wrinkles. 
Some of the varieties have rose combs, 
although these are not common. 

Tn general, the laying type of hen is 
the long-bodied hen. A hen doesn't al- 
ways lay well in proportion to her 
length, but, as a rule, a long-bodied hen 
lays more eggs than a short-bodied hen. 
In other words, the bird that has a 
roomy body will lay more eggs than a 
bhéen with @ small body. 

The shape of all the yarieties of leg- 
horns is the same; the only difference 
is in the color. White leghorns are the 
most popular. In fact, there are doubt- 
less more white leghorns in the country 
than of any other variety of poultry.

Every poultryman sooner or later finds 
use for cestor oil tin treating his birds 
for the various allihents to which they 
are subject, and it is a good plan for 
every one to have a supply of it on 
hand for immediate use when needed. 

Ol) will frequently come in handy 
when something “is needed to relieve 
“eropbound” or impaction of the crop. 
This trouble is caused by a quantity of 
material of a dry, hard nature remain- 
ing in the crop, and while the bird keeps 
on eating. the crop distends. Termi- 
nation of this clogged mass will follow 
and, of course, result fatally #f nothing 
is done. In severe cases it is necessary 
to make an incision through the wall of 
the crop and remove its contents, sew- 
ing up the wound after it has been done. 
But many cases of impaction may be 
cured by forcing a quantity of castor 
ofl into the crop by way of the throat, 
ustally through a glass tube. Then, by 
a process of gentile kneading of the crop, 
the of] is worked through and sof- 
tens the packed mass. Then, if neces- 
sary, enough can be forced out through 
the throat end mouth to relieve the 
congestion and let nature again take up 
ite work.

It serves not only to remove 
obstructions, but is a healing agent.

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Old Trenches, Graves and 
Ruined Villages to Be Seen 
for Many Miles. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

WARSAW, Nov. 2.—Even more de- 
pressing than parts of Belgium and 
East Prussia, the worst parts, is Po- 
land—a land of graves and trenches, 
of ruin and destruction on a scale that 
has been wrought nowhere else by the 
war. The conflict has been waged back 
and forth across the ancient kingdom 
so long that agriculture has had little 
chance and except in those sections 
where the German forces have been in 
control for some time, the fields are 
barren and untilled, scarred by miles 
upon miles of earthworks. 

From the East Prussian boundary to 
approximately the old Rawka positions 
there is visible the maximum amount of 
order and peaceful quiet. At the Rawka, 
however, the interminable graves with 
their helmet-adorned crosses, the deep 
slashes in the earth that once were 
trenches, but now are temporary 
“homes” of countless refugees, the 
maze of partly destroyed barbed wire 
entanglements, and the succession of 
burned anc ruined villages begin. 

Graves Line the Trenches. 

For miles between Alexandrowo on the 
boundary, and Warsaw, and between 
Warsaw and Lodz, the old trenches line 
the railroad tracks, while graves, indi- 
vidual and common, line the trenches. 
Eastward of Warsaw, however, ths 
trenches virtually stop, for the Russians 
moved fast once they abandoned the 
capital. The trenches stop, but the dev- 
astated villages do not. Rather they 
increase in number and there is scarcely 
a railroad station and no bridge’ that 
have been left standing. 

The Poles from time immemorial have 
been accustomed to building their 
thatched cottages—huts would be a bet- 
ter word—close together. Accordingly 
it was necessary only to set fire to one 
structure in order to burn them all.In 
consequence, countless villages have 
been reduced to forlorn rows of chim- 
heys, which, being of brick, and stoutly 
built, have resisted the flames. 

Unlike the cities of Poland, the coun- 
try seems to have been stripped of 
young men. One ‘sees little else than 
peasant women, barefoot, ill-clad, who 
struggle under bundles of wood through 
the mud and who‘ generally avert their 
eyes as strangers pars. 

Roads HKepaired by .Germans. 

The Germans; partly for their own 
benefit, partly to give employment to 
the Poles, have done much to put the 
notoriously bad roads into shape. They 
also have altered the railroad tracks 
from the Russian to the German gauge 
~a stupendous work, for all the main 
lines are now double track, and at the 
important points huge yards have had 
to be built to conform to military needs. 
Both soldiers and the civil population 
have had to rely on their inventiveness 
to get shelter. Freight cars have been 
used, set flat on the ground and the 
interiors fitted up with some degree 
com fort.

UNPREPAREDNESS COSTLY 
TO THIS COUNTRY IN 1812 


Coast Blockaded From Newport to Florida, Shores of 


the Chesapeake Ravaged, Washington 
Burned. 


There was much difference of opin- 
fon among naval experts of the time as 
to what should be done with the little 
navy of eight frigates and eight smalier 
fighting ships above the class of Jeffer- 
son's favorite, but comparatively use- 
less fleet of gunboats possessed by the 
United States at the outbreak of the 
War of 1812. 

Commodore Rodgers advocated the of- 
fensive-defensive policy of sending two 
or three frigates and a sloop to cruise 
off the coast of the British Isles, the 
light cruisers to the West Indies and 
the employment of the remainder of the 
frigates, singly or in squadron, to guard 
our own seaboard. Decatur urged send- 
ing the frigates, singly or in pairs, from 
our coast, to prey on British commerce, 
without specifie instructions, relying on 
the enterprise of their officers. 

Bainbridge, who was at Boston, wrote 
to the Navy Department: “I am anxious 
to see us all dispersed about various 
seas. If we are kept together in squad- 
ron or lying in port the whole are scarce- 
ly of more advahtage than one ship. I 
wish all our public vessels here were 
dispersed in various ports, for I appre- 
hend it will draw speedily a numerous 
force of the enemy to blockade or at- 
tack.’’ 

On those opinions Mahan comments: 

“It will be observed that, in spirit even 
more than letter, Rodger’s leading con- 
ception is that of co-operation, combined 
action. First, he would have a depart- 
ment general plan, embracing in a com- 
prehensive scheme the entire navy and 
the ocean at large, in the British seas, 
West Indies and North Atlantic, each 
eentributing, by its particular action and 
impression, to forward the work of the 
others, and so of the whole. Secondly, 
he intimates, not obscurely, though cau- 
tiously, in each separate field the con- 
certed action of several ships is better 
than their disconnected. efforts. All 
military experience concurs in the gen- 
eral rule of co-operative action and 
this means concentration, under the lIib- 
eral definition before given—unity of 
purpose and subordination to a central 
control. General rules, however, must 
be intelligently applied to particular cir- 
cumstances: and it will be found by con- 
sidering the special circumstances of 
British commerce under the war condi- 
tions of 1812, that Rodger’s plan was 
partiularly suited to injure it.’’ 


Kept the British Guessing. 

Rodgers and Decatur, with three 
frigates and two minor fighting ships, 
the day following the declaration ol 
war, set out from New York togeth- 
er, without specific instructions, but 
separated after keeping company for 
awhile. Learning from an incoming 
American ship that a British convoy 
was homebound from the West Indies, 
Rodgers gave chase and- followed it 
without success, to the entrance of 
the English Channel. Then he change] 
his course south, passed between the 
Azores and Madeira, returning thence 
to Boston, where he arrived Aug. 31. 
Mahan points out that although Rod- 
gers failed to overtake the British 
convoy, his cruise was not barren of 
results. The knowledge that his 
squadron wag abroad, and uncertainty 
as to its whereabouts or destination, 
imposed on the British Admiral the 
necessity of keeping his fleet togeth- 
er and thus prevented him from in- 
tercepting the returning American 
merchant fleet, or making a descent 
on our coast, 
What otherwise might have hap- 
pened is indicated by the presence ol 
a British squadron off New York a 
few days after Rodgers sailei1. That 
squadron, which left Halifax beforo 
the declaration of war, intercepted 
the frigate Constitution on her way 
from Hampton Roads to New York, 
and made the memorable chase with 
which every schoolboy has become 
familiar. ' 
Commenting on that chase Mahan 
pointedly remarks: “it should not 
escape attention that thus early in 
the war, before Great Britain had 
been able to reinforce her American 
fleet, one of our frigates was unable 
to enter our principal seaport.” 


Our Naval Weakness. 


Although this Government could not 
possibly have put itself on a par with 
Great Britain in reepect to naval force, 
it could well have had a fleet strong 
enough to inepire respect and afford 
some protection to our commerce and 
coast. While Great Britain had in 1812 
a navy of 686 vessels, including 125 
ships of the line and 14 frigates, she 
had only three ships of the line; 15 frig- 
ates and 61 amalher vessels—a total of 
7—on the North American and West 
Indian stations. More than 600 of her 
war vessels were occupied with the task 
of holding Napoleon in. check,pas Mahan 
expresses it, “from Antwerp to Venice."’ 
As soon as Napoleon fell the British na- 
val force in American waters was largely 
reinforced, with the result that our 
coast was closely blockaded from New- 
port to Florida and our commerce, both 
domestic and foreign, was practically 
destroyed. The war was not popular in 
New England and consequently there 
was much contraband trade there with 
Canada, Halifax and even the British 
Isiands. For that reason the efforts 
of the British navy in those waters 
was confined to restricting the move- 
ments of American war vessels. 


But the naval operations of the Brit- 
ish along the coast south of New York 
were not confined to bleckade. The

A “Forgotten Bitter Truth.” 

Following is Admiral Mahan’s perti- 
nent comment on that state of affairs: 

“Such was the experience which sum; 
up the forgotten bitter truth concern- 
ing a war which has left in the United 
States a prevalent impression of dis- 
tinguishing success because of a few 
brilliant naval actions and the closing 
battle of New Orleans. The lesson to 
be deducted is not that the country at 
that time should have sought to main- 
tain a navy approaching equality to 
the British. In the state of natiot.al 
population and revenue it was no more 
possible to attempt this than it would 
be expedient to do it now, under ti:e 
present immense development of re 
sources and available wealth. What 
bad been possible during the decade 
preceding the war—had the nation so 
willed—was to place the navy on such 
a footing, in numbers and constitution 
as would have made persistence in the 
course Great Britain was following im- 
politic to the verge of madness, be- 
| cause it would add to her war embar- 
tassments the activity of an imposing 
maritime enemy at the threshold of her 
most valuable markets, the West Indies, 
360 miles away from her own shorcs 
end from the seat of her principal nec- 
essary warfare. The United States 
could not have encountered Great Brit- 
ain single-handed, true; but there was 
not then the slightest prospect of her 
having to do so. The injuries of which 
she complained were incidental to a 
state of European. war; inconceivable 
and impossible apart from it. She was 
therefore assured of the support of 
most powerfu! allies, occupying the at- 
tention of the British navy and drain- 
ing the resources of the British empire. 
This condition of things was notorious, 
as was the fact that, despite the dis- 
appointment of Trafalgar, Napoleon was 
sedulously restoring the numbers of a 
navy to the restraining of which his 
onemy was barely competent. Atten- 
tion should fasten upon the Importance 
attached by the British Admiralty 0 
the bigger ships (American frigates): 
for it is well to learn of the enemy 
end to appreciate that it was not solely 
light cruisers and privateers, but chiefly 
the heavy vessels, that counted in the 
estimate of experienced British nav. 
officers. The facts are little under- 
s:00d in the United States, and conase- 
quently are almost always misrepre- 
sented. 

Proved Value of Training. 


The Government's unpreparedness in 
respect to the army was even greater 
than in respect to the navy. President 
Jefferson, in his inaugural address (1801) 
had said that “a well-disciplined militia 
is our best reliance for the first mo- 
ments of war, till regulars may relieve: 
them;”’ yet throughout his and the suc- 
ceeding administration of Madison noth- 
ing seems to have been done toward dis- 
ciplining the militia, for when it was 
called into service it proved at first dis- 
gracefully untrustworthy. Alike under 
Hull in the West ane Dearborn and Wil- 
kinson in the East, it generatly broke 
and fled at the first fire of the enemy. 

However, th», ft only needed training 
was shown by its conduct under Win- 
field Scott, who, after a brief disciplin- 
ary course, made it face unflinchingly 
the British veterans. Drummo:d 
Brititsh commander, had written to 
Riall, one of his subordinates, that he 
could take liberties with Americans that 
would seem hazardous to a military man 
unacquainted with the chara-cter of the 
enemy confronting him. Riall took the 
chance and found Scott drilling his re- 
cruits on an open space between Street's 
Creek and Chippewa River, on the Ni- 
agara Peninsula, unsuspicious of an at- 
tack. ‘“‘Although inferior, exposed and 
in a sense surprised, both commander 
and men were equal to the occasion.” 
The British, expecting to put the enemy 
to easy flight, were on the cortrary 
driven back in confusion. Riall, in his 
official report of the encounter, said that 
his opponents deployed and opened fire 
with the “‘wreatest regularity.” He di- 
rected a charge by the three regiments 
in line: “but [Tf am sorry to say that 
they suffered so severely that I was 
obliged to withdraw them.” In other 
words, he unexpectediv found himself 
beaten.

Weak Commanders. 

At first the Government proved as 
incapable as the militia. Gen. William 
Bull, selected for command in the West, 
though displaying a good military judg- 
ment in his correspondence, became im- 
potent in the field and surrendered De- 
troit to a practically inferior race, al- 
most without firing a shot. Dearborn, 
the Commander in the East. was an 
aged man, without either sound mili- 
tary ideas or resolution. James Wilkin- 
son, his successor, Was cho acterized by 
Scott as an “‘unprincipled § imbecile.” 
Jaco» Brown, who succeeded Wilkinson, 
none too soon, was at least a man of 
action, though not a great tactician, 
but he was badly supported by Com- 
modore Chaunsey in command of the 
floti:ia on’ Wake Ontario. Chauncey was 
a good organizer, but he appeared ir- 
resolute in the face of the enemy. But 
for the decision of Perry and Mac- 
donough—the one on Lake Erie, the 
other on Lake Champlain—our northern 
frontier would have bhc_n overrun by 
the British. Indeed, Admiral Mahan 
lays the responsibility for the blunders 
and defeats of the first two years of 
the war squarely upon the 
tency of the ecministration. , 


The Lessen Learned, 

After the restoration of peace Albert 
Galiatin, who was one of the Peace 
Commissioners, wrote: 

“The war has been productive of evil 
and of good, but I think the good pre- 
ponderates. Independent of the loss of 
lives and the property of individuals, 
the war has lald the foundations of 
permanent taxes and military estab- 
lishments, which the Republicans had 
deemed unfavorable to the a

BRITAIN DECLARES 


ALL RUBBER IS NOT 
BARRED 10 FOES 


Denies Gloves and Hospital 
Sheets Are Seized When Con- 
signed to Enemy. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—A state- 


ment has been issued by the British 
embassy here denying that Great 
Britain had prohibited the shipment 
to the Teutonic countries of hospital! 
supplies made of rubber. 

Difficulties. encountered by the 
American Red Cross in obtaining 
permits for the passage of hospital 


stores have been brought to the at- 
tention of the State Department and 
it was learned that the department 
haa communicated with the London 
foreign office, seeking to facilitate 
the dispatch of large quantities of 
goods accumulated at the New York 
headquarters of the Red Cross. of- 
ficials of the society say they have 
been unable to obtain permits for the 
shipment of supplies of any descrip- 
tion to the central Powers. 


What Statement Declares. 


In view of the British embassy’s state- 
ment, however, it is hoped that this 
situation is a result of some misunder- 
stranding which now may. be cleared 
away. The statement declares the facts 
are as follows: 

“On May 11 the British Government 
communicated to the Unitefi States Gov- 
ernment a list of articles. which they 
were prépared to accept a® coming with- 
in the description contained in the Dec- 
lgration of London, article 29 (1) as ar- 
ticles serving exclusively to aid the aick 
and wounded, and therefore not liable 
to be considered as contraband of war, 
provided that a genera! agreement be- 
Lween the belligerent Powers could be 
secured. It was not until Dec. 9 that 
the British embassy was informed that 
Gjermany had agreed to this list. But 
the articles mentioned on the list have 
been given permits since the war began. 

“Rubber goods, such as gloves and 
rubber sheets, were not included in this 
list and rubber being contraband of war 
and an article of great importance froin 
a military point of view, such goods 
were not allowed to pass into Germany. 
The British Government, however, after 
careful consideration of all the circum- 
stances, offered to allow all hospital 
stores, whether on the list or not, to 
pass freely on receipt of a guarantec 
that these stores should be used exclu- 
sively by the American Red Cross and 
destroyed after being used. 


Permit Asked for Rubber Goods. 

“This guarantee the American Red 
Cross were unable to give, their units 
having been withdrawn from Europe. 
They have recently applied for permits 
for a very large consignment of rubber 
goods on account of Netherlands socie- 
ty for the use of the German Red Cross 
in Southeastern Europe, including 2000 
meters of rubber tubing and 2000 square 
meters of rubber sheeting. This propo- 
sal. in view of recent attempts to smus«- 
gle rubber into Germany, requires care- 
ful consideration and is now before the 
allied Governments. 

“Tt is absolutely untrue that ‘the pro- 
hibition ‘has been extended to all sup- 
plies.” The State Department and the 
American Red Cross Society have been 
informed of the above mentioned cir- 
cumstances in letters dated the 2Ist and 
22d inst.”’

U.S. FIRM GETS Blo 
COTTON MACHINERY 
ORDER FROM GHINA 


Contracts Signed Amounting to 
$900,000 for Mills to Have 
25,000 Spindles. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

TIEN-TSIN, Cina, Nov. 2.—Contracts 
have been signed with a Massachusetts 
concern for $900,000 worth of machinery 
for the establishment of two modern 
cotton spinning mille here. The milis 
are to have 2,00 spindles, and are to be 
capable of expansion to double that 
number after sufficient labor has been 
trained. 

The Chinese Minister of Agriculture 
and Commerce is a shareholder in one 
of the companies and the Minister of 
Finance is interested in the other. 

This is the first fime that American 
cotton manufacturing machinery has 
been sold in China in large quantities. 
Meretofore the Chinese manufactfirers 
have looked to Furope, and, frequently 
have bought secondhand machinery 
from Japan. It was through the effort 
of Julean H. Arnold, the American com- 
mercial attache at Pekin, that the 
American manufacturers were persuad- 
ed to enter int6 competition in the sale 
of machinery for the two mills. 

Has Big Imports. 

China imports annually about $28,000, - 
000 worth of cotton yarn, chiefly from 
India and Japan. 

There are probably about 1,200,000 spin- 
dies in China operated in @% mills, 
but the cotton consuming power of the 
Chinese would probably justify twenty 
times as many spindles.

WEST VIRGINIA 


Primary to Vote on Delegates in 
That State Not Completed 
Until June 9. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Dec. %.—The 
action of the Republican National Com- 
mittee in fixing the date of the national] 
convention for June 7, one week prior to 
the convenirig of the Democratic con- 
vention, practically precludes West Vir- 
ginia representation at the Chicago con- 
vention. 

The West Virginia primary is set by 
statute for June 6. West. Virginia Re- 
publicans will, therefore, have but little 
voice in the selection of the next Repub- 
lican nominee for the presidency or in 
the promulgation of the platform. 

Under the primary law enacted at the 
last session of the Legislature, June 6 
is the date of the State-wide primary, 
when all nominations for public offices 
will be made in West Virginia. Candi- 
dates for delegates > the national con- 
ventions of the dominant political par- 
ties are selected on that date. 

Under the statute the County Courts 
will not canvass the vote cast at the 
primary until three days later, but pro- 
vision has been made whereby the re- 
turns, tf sufficient, ean be telegraphed 
by the proper authorities to Chicago. if 
the Republicans are to be represented 
legally the primary election officials will 
have to count hurriedly.

WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Dec. %.—Gen- 
eral Manager F. M. Chase of the Le- 
high Valley Coal Co. has announced plans 
for the biggest employes’ welfare move- 
ment in the history of anthracite coal 
mining. Provision is made for free med- 
ical attention and visits and instruction 
by professional nurses for 2,000 em- 
ployes and a total of about 100,000 men, 
women and children. 

Dr, 8. P. Mengel of this city has been 
induced to give up a big practice to be- 
come director in chief of the company’s 
new compensation and welfare depart- 
ment. Every provision of the new com- 
pensation act is carried out in the plan 
and the company goes much further in 
its efforts to add to the welfare and 
bappiness of its employes.

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 2%—The beot- 
legger is still a Kansas problem. Re- 
ports to the Governor from 68 out of 106 
counties indicate that confirmed joint- 
ests are quite generally in the peniten- 
tlary or have quit business, but the 
bootlegger who can send to Missouri for 
a few bottle to peddie in dark alleys is 
still plentiful enough to give the offi- 

clals trouble. 

In the counties reporting there have 
teen 561 successful prosecutions of boot- 
leggers this year, compared with 437 in 
1914. Two-thirds of the bootlegging is 
done by transients, say county attor- 
neys. 

Grant County has never had a liquor 
rrosecution since its organization.

Money Paid to Owners. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 25.—More 
than $1000 is being paid back to borrow- 
ers by the Municipal Loan Agency, con- 
ducted by the Board of Public Welfare, 
on unredeemed pledges which were sold 
for charges.

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Suit for Receiver Revives Mem- 
ory of $30,000 Spent Build- 
ing Roadbed in 1910. 


CITIZENS IN ENTERPRISE 


Committee of Stockholders Now 
Considering Plans to Obtain 
Further Capital. 


The memory of a railroad that never 
was built was revived in Belleville and 
Mascoutah, Ill., last week by the filing 
in the Circuit Court in Belleville of a 
suit asking the appointment of a new 
trustee for the roadbed of a projectea 
line to connect the two towns, and ask- 
‘ing that the roadbed bé sold. 
There is now under discussion a plan 
to build the road, and several of the citi- 
zens of the towns express the hope that 
their plans of a few years ago may be 
finally fulfilled. 
Belleville is the seat of St. Clair Coun- 
ty and has a population of more than 
20,000. Mascoutah has a population of 
about 3000. It is in St. Clair County, 12 
miles southeast of Belleville, and its 
only connection with the county seat are 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad and 
a dirt wagon road, which at some pe- 
riods of the year is almost impassable. 
Couldn’t Obtain More Capital. 

In 199 Edward L. Thomas, an engi- 
neer, proposed to build an electric rall- 
way to connect the towns. He explained 
to citizens of both places that if $30,- 
000 could be obtained, a roadbed could 
be constructed, and that after that was 
done there ought to be little difficulty 
in interesting capital to build the road. 

The $30,000 was subscribed by residents 
of the two towns and the right-of-way 
was obtained and the roadbed graded. 
That was as much of a railroad as ever 
was constructed. The entire $30,000 was 
used. 

The promoters of the Belleville-Mas- 
coutah road found in 1910, when they had 
their roadbed finished, that capital was 
not forthcoming. No company had been 
organized, but the promoters were sv 
sure of their project that stock to the 
amount of $150,000 and bonds to the 
same amount were ready for issue when 
the company should be formed. 

Since 1910 the roadbed has been wait- 
ing for the ties and rails. George Pos- 
tel, 
trustee to look. after the interests 
of the investors. Postel died last June 

The proceedings no wpending before 
the Belleville Circuit Court was insti- 
tuted by the executor of Postel’s es- 
tate.

The Venetians possessed industrial secrets and 
great efficiency. Their law said that if a man 
ghould wander away from Venice taking the skill 
xf his fellow-workers with him, he should first 
be warned to come back. If he persisted, compe- 
tent men should be sent to assassinate him. 

But this did not keep the art of making glass 
and other arts*that Venice boasted from spreading 
over the world. . 

English law at one time forbade the miserable 
laborer out of: work to go from his own parish, 
seeking work in another. For this crime the pun- 
ishment was branding with a-red-hot iron. But 
this over-legislation did not permanently prevent 
men taking work wherever it was offered to them. 
And no legislation, public or private, will prevent 
this at any time. 

It is known to every citizen that the chief work 
of our Supreme Court is to prevent over-legisia- 
The learned Judges spend their years of 
hard work repeating over and over again, “You 
cannot legislate in this manner. The Constitution 
forbids it.” Without the limiting power of the 
Constitution, we should bave every country con- 
stable making laws for his village, every ardent 
young political gentleman ‘planning to perfect 
the human race offhand by the law-making power 
of his own brain. 

Over and over the Supreme Court has laid down 
the law that excessive law making is in itself a 
crime against law and the rights of every Amer- 
jean citizen, and that excessive legislation, trans- 
gressing the established limitations, is forbidden 
‘to every law-making body, from a country Board 
of Freeholders to the Senate of the United States; 
from a Justice of the Peace to the Court of Ap- 

“You cannot make laws that are excessive, you 
eannot twist or write new meanings mito the 
laws.” -That is the constant order of the Supreme 
Court, expressing the sense of the peoyple 
and defining the one protection under which chis 
country has grown. Over-legislation interferes 
with useful activity, it cannot prevent abases. 
When the punishment for trivial theft was tbang- 
ing, there was more steeling than today.

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N Albania men, women and children are dying of starvation as rats die 
in a plague. in Spain and Southern Italy there is abject poverty. . 
In Turkey, in Greece, in -Portugal, in Montenegro, in Macedonia, in 
Poland, hunger stalks among the cabins of the poor. Belgium and Servia 
are crushed. In .Austria-Hungary dependent ones are calling for food 
and apparel—not for money, since money cannot buy the things required. 

Of all Europe, only in the British Isles, France, Germany, Holland, the Scandi- 
navian countries, parts of Russia and Rumania and Bulgaria is there comparative 
comfort for the working classes. Everywhere else they are submerged in the crtel 
tide of war, a tide which occasionally casts human flotsam on the, shores of our 
own country. St. Louis is getting its quota of these derelicts 
and they bring to their new home stories of disaster in the old. 

Numerically these refugees are nothing like the flood of 
immigrants that came here before the war from ali the 
crowded parts of the European continent. In one month of 
1915 only 253 reached St. Louis as against 2848 who came in» 
a month of 1913. Only rarely among them can. one find the 
blue eyes of some sturdy Dutchman, Scandinavian or German. 
Almost inv@¥tiably they have the swarthy complexions, dark 
eyes and sm stature of southern climes. 

No matter whence they came, they have one story to tell, 
the story of abject poverty. Theirs is a composite narrative 
of suffering almost to the limit of human endurance. 

Dmitri and Christi are two Albanian boys. Some years 
azo relatives came to America and wrote back stories of the 
great opportunities that awaited everybody in this country. 
Dmitri and Christi hoped some day to come to America, but 
they knew they would need money enough -to support them 
before they could gain admission. They would have to wait 
until their friends had saved up enough to make them a loan. 

Until recently Albania was only a fringe of the war-stricken 
Albania is a corner of the earth hedged in by the 
boundaries of Montenegro, Servia and Greece and by the 
Adriatic Sea. .A pour; barren land at the best, since the’ war 
began it has been the very frontier of calamity. 

Half Mohammedan, half Christian, its authority divided 
among hostile tribesmen, it had not a single slement of stabil- 
ity to enable it to withstand the storm. WitheServia and 
Montenegro actually at war, with Greece mobilized and 
husbanding its resources, with its Italian commerce cut off and none to replace it, 
the little country was in a deplorable condition.

these people that they will be able to do it. Their life here is 
opulance itself compared with the terrible privations of their 
native land. Their home is clean, if poor, and the whole family 
is immoderately happy over the change in their fortunes. 

Very few Greeks have come recently to swell the number of 
their compatriots in this city. What few do get bere, tell the 
same story. The ecandition of the poor at home is pitiful. No 
work is to be had, food is dear, there are few imports and 
most of the available men are under mobilization orders. 
Greek boys in America are saving every cent possible to send 
to suffering parents at home.

“The stream of human life is too sacred to permit it to 
be contaminated continously and wantofly.” 

Alfred Fairbanks, chairman of the St. ‘Louis Social 
Service Conference and agent of the Board of Chil- 
dren's Guardians, is convinced that segregation is 
impracticable on a scale as large as would be nec- 

essary in every community, and explains his views of 
what should be done as follows: 

“In the last 20 years society has awakened to the 
fact that the “simple-minded” boy or girl, man or 
woman, so well known in practically every small town 
and village,.is not harmless, but a menace to the wel- 
fare of the community. Society is paying a great toll 
for its ignorance, and as a result is compelled to care 
for criminals, for paupers, for specia’ psychopathic clin- 
ic: and schools, and for great and expensive institutions 
to house the feeble-minded. . . 

“The most conservative estimate of Missouri’s feeble- 
minded places the number at from 4000 to 5000 and the 
State is caring for but 500. 

“One of the best authorities, Dr. H. H. Goddard of 
Vineland, N. J., gives three causes of feeble-mindedness: 
{1) Feeble-minded parents; (2) immoral parents, and 
(3) intemperate parents. 

“Tt. is proposed by some to segregate all the feeble- 
minded members of dny known feeble-minded family. 
The cost of this would be tremendous and prohibitive. 
And even if it were done, a new crop of feeble-minded 
persons woul spring up in some theretofore unknown 
locality. 

“The solution of the problem must, therefore, lie 
along tne lines of preventing the birth of new feeble- 
minded persons, rather than the segregation of the 
known feeble-minded of tofay. It is a problem of gen- 
erations. 

“It would seem a better policy to segregate all the 
feeble-minded women of child-bearing age. Evil. men 
often take advantage of feeble-minded girls and wom- 
en, but normal women seldom associate with feeble- 

—— - minded men. Certain legislation seems necessary: 
—— “1. A law to prevent the marriage of feeble-minded

“2. A law authorizing means for preventing the 
feeble-minded from bearing children.
